T is given to few people to project 
into. the political forum an idea 
so fundamental that, if ac- 
cepted, it would undermine the 
basis of existing thought ana 

sweep ancient axioms and familiar 
phrases into the dustbin. It is given 
to still fewer to state the idea so 
clearly, with an outlook upon our po- 
litical system at‘ once so realistic and 
so finely philosophic, that 
dissent becomes very diffi- 
cult. But that is what the 
author of this small vol- 
ume has done, at least to 
one reader—an author who 
is modest enough in his 
manner of writing but who, 
in the title he has chosen, 
challenges comparison with 
Aristotle. Frank Exline is 
a Denver lawyer, and, ex- 
cept for a few magazine 
articles, is unknown to the 
world of letters, 

~ In political society, pre- 
cisely what is “‘ the reign 
of law ''? When-the phys- 
icist tells us that the ve- 
locity of a body falling into 
vacuuo increases as_ the 
square of the distance (or 
whatever the formula may 
be), we know that his 
statement was as true in 
the dawn of the universe 
as it is today, and-is as trve 
of a thistledown as of a 
ton of lead. But is it a 
law that all negroes may 
be - citizens and vote—or 
that nobody shall manu- 
facture, transport or sell 
liquor? Mr. Exline points 
out that much of what we 
call law is only statute. 
But there is a thing in our 
governmental system, he 
adds, which is not un- 
worthy of the name of law. 
Through long centuries the 
eourts have heard causes 
between man and man and 
have rendered decisions. 
From these muititudinous 
deposits of human experi- 
ence a body of law has 
been built up as firmly 
founded as a coral reef and, 
as regards essentials, as im- 
mutable. Wherein lies. the 
difference between statute 
and law? A statute is the 
result of legislation, the 
far-famed “will of the 
people.” A Jaw is the 
essence of the galiective 
judgment, not of the people 
ner of their elected repre- 
sentatives, but of genera- 
tions of trained specialists 
who acknowledge no ~ al- 
legiance except to the truth 
of human life, the cause of 
justice. A statute thus ex- 
presses only a temporary 
and fallible human will;

: ESIDES being, as its subtitle 
informs us, a “ History of

doubtless be of great interest to 
people who are engaged in the mak- 
ing or selling of shoes, but the anec- 
_~ d@otal parts will furnish entertain- 
ment even to.those whose only inter- 
ist in shoes is the wearing of them. 
The shoemakers have several 
. patron ‘saints, the most famous of 
* whom are Hugh of Wales, Crispin 
and Crispianus. Hugh of Wales 
was the son of a king and was one 
of the first Christians to be impris- 
oned for his faith during the perse- 
‘eutions under Diocletian. During 
imprisonment the shoemakers sup+ 
plied his wants and because of their 
kindness he called them “ Gentlemen 
of the Gentle Craft,’’ a name that 
has clung to them ever since. St. 
Hugh died on the gibbet, and hie 
- bones, which had been picked clean 
by the ravens, were stolen. by the 
shoemakers because the saint bad 
said to them before he died: “ My 
friends, I leave you—I have nothing 
else to leave—my bones.” In order 
to conceal the bones they converted 
them into tools. Since that time 
shoemakers’ tools have been known 
as St. Hugh's bones. 

Crispin and Crispianus were broth- 
ers, and there are two distinct leg- 
ends concerning them, one French 

.~ and the other English. The French 
version is the usual story of martyr- 
dom by drowning, boiling in oil and 
in molten lead and finally by decapi- 


tation. The English legend is more 
cheerful. According to this story, 
Crispin and Crispianus were sons of 
the Queen of Logia (Kent). In or- 
der to escape persecution at the 
hands of Maximinus they left their 
home in Canterbury and journeyed 
to Faversham, where they appren- 
ticed themselves to a shoemaker 
named Robards. One day Crispin 
was sent to Canterbury with a pair 
of shoes for the Emperor’s daughter 
Ursula, who straightway fell in_love 
with him. ‘They were secretly mar- 
cied,. and after ‘their son was born 
they became reconciled to the Em- 
peror, who kissed the baby and said: 
** A shoemaker’s: son is a prince 
born.’" The secret marriage was 
confirmed on the 25th of October, 
which has ever since been the shoe- 
makers’ holiday. Crispianus became 
a :vidier in the Roman army and 
defeated the. Persian shoemaker- 
general, Iphicrates. 

These are mere legendary figures, 
but there is no lack of distinguished 


hig|men wha have been shoemakers or 


shoemakers’ sons. William the Con- 
queror was the illegitimate son 97 a 
tanner’s daughter at Falaise. He 
was sometimes called William the 
Tanner, though probably not to his 
face. To be sure, a tanner is not a 
shoemaker, and had William been a 
person of leaser distinction his line- 
age would not have procured him a 
place in this history, but one is al- 
ways willing to stretch a point for a 
King. During the reign of Henry 
Ti. the Bishop of Lincoln once dared 
to twit that monarch about. his de- 
scent from the tanner's daughter. 
The King was taking some stitches 
in a leather bandage which he wore 
about his finger when the Bishop 
remarked: ‘' How much you now 
remind me of your cousins at 
Falaise."’ The King was inclined to 
be angry at first, but afterward took

ROME AND THR WORLD TODAY. 
By Herbert 8. Hadley. New York: 
a. P. Putnam’s Sons 


MERICA is incurious if not 
contemptuous of the past. 
a What, for instance, does 
the average American know 
about Rome? If he believes 
what he hears, he probably thinks of 
Rome as something vague that fell, 
or was pushed,.by divorce, domestic 
extravagance, cigarettes, Sunday 
baseball, uncensored movies, bobbed 
hair, one-piece bathing suits, and 
light winzs and beer. The few 
scholars who know better are too 
busy clinging to their jobs in a 
utilitarian age to educate the public, 
even if the public would listen; 
* what the scholars write is usually 
intended for other scholars. 
Yet Rome is one of the most im- 
portant facts of history, not as an 





awful example, but as a good exam- 
ple. . What Rome accomplished is 
far greater than what Rome failed 
to do. It is the conviction of 
Herbert S. Hadley, ex-Governor of. 
Missouri, and now Professor of Law 
in the University of Colorado, that 
America ought to know this, and the 
present volume, a revision and am- 
Plification of a series of lectures, 
represents a very interesting and 
highly commendable effort to tell 
America the truth about a subject 
which has usually been left to the 
mishandling of half-baked and un- 
educated moralists. 

The author is trying, in a sense, 
to popularize ciassical education; at 
least to give the average reader some 
information about one of the most 
important aspects of ancient history. 
And it is evident that America will 


years of conquest and .aggression,

have to be taught ancient history. _ 


in this way or not at all. For too 
long the classicists insisted that 
Greek and Roman civilization and 
history must be learned through the 
Greek and Latin languages. This is 
the best way to learn them, cer- 
tainly; but since America will have 
none of the languages we must find 
some other way out. Mr. Hadley 
has made an excellent beginning. 

He has taken specifically: the ref- 
ormation of public life under Augus- 
tus. The average American, if he 
has ever heard of Augustus, knows 
of him only as a man who turned a 
republic into an empire. A nation 
trained to regard all republics as 
good and all empires as wicked needs 
’ to hear no more. Evérybody who has 
ever studied Roman history wil 
agree with Mr. Hadley that the Ko- 
man republic, in its last century, was 
one of the worst Governments from 
all points of view that the world has 
ever seen. It is quite as certain that 
the empire from Augustus to Marcus 
Aurelius——perhaps even through the 
reign of Alexander Severus—gave 
the conditions of the good life to 
more people than had ever enjoyed 
them before in the Western world, or 
were ever to enjoy them agaia till 
the eighteenth century. 

But, then, so few of us study Ro- 
man history. The orthodox doctrine 
of the ‘decline and fall was fixed in 
the eighteenth century. by Edward 
Gibbon, who as a philosopher and 
moralist had all the faults of 
time, but who happened to be a great 
historian and a brilliant writer. The 
evil that he did lives after him. The 
good is interred with the bones of 
the generation that saw American 
colleges turn from the classics to the 
laboratory and the dairy farm. Then 
there were the eighteenth century 
politicians in France and England 
and America who regarded them- 
selves as reincarnations of the early 
Roman republican heroes, and ad- 
mired those legendary personages ac- 
cordingly. They made the myth 
which was swallowed whole by a 
later -industrial age content to take, 
its history predigested. In our time 
Mr. Wells has tried to get history 
back into the news, and-very likely 
will succeed. But Wells hated Rome 
because it was so different from the 
perfect state described -in Wells’s 
books, and our young intellectuals 
who never heard of history till Wells 
wrote it follow the bell wether. 

Mr. Hadléy is valiantly setting out 
to correct some of these misappre- 
hensions, and he has an excellent 
historical analogy as a starting 
point. He says:

And one 
indubitable factor, though only one, 
in the comparative failure of the 
later ‘* restoration of the world” by 
Aurelian and the men of his time, 
in somewhat similar circumstances, 
was the fact that changing condi-

Augustus, 
naturally, is Mr. Hadley’s hero. Just 
as naturally, he has more to say 
about what was done than how it 
was done, for the means offers no 
profitable suggestion to our own 
time. Augustus won largely because 
he had the strongest military power, 
and he had that largely because of 
the stubbornly persistent blundering 
of Mare Antony. 

The support of Italian public opin- 
lon was probably decisive in the cam- 
paign that culminated at Actium, but 
that public opinion only turned to 
Augustus, slowly and reluctantly, in 
default of anything better. It may 
be hoped that some of the many peo- 
ple who ought to read Mr. Hadley’s 
book will be inspired to go on to an- 
other recently published volume deal-!

The volume at 
hand, although as deal- 
ing with the years from 1884 until 
1893, does not confine itself to this 
~period—there are details of what 
precedes, suggestions of what is to 
. come after, in a second volume. 

For it was not until 1904 that Sir 
Rennell attained to plenipotentiary 
powers as the British Minister to 
Sweden, after which came his long 


work with Lord Milner’s Mission to 
Egypt in 1920. Whether the suc- 
ceeding volume wili be as instructive 
as the ‘first is both instructive and 

’ entertaining remains to be seen. At 
the end of his ambassadorial resi- 
dence with his boyhood recollections 
of the Eternal City of the middle 
"60s, of society there during his of- 
ficial sojourns as secretary and 
councilor of embassy in 1891 and 
1901, of the Italy of political con- 
fusion and the World War, Sir Ren- 
nell looked upon a new diplomacy 
with the rules of the game entirely 
changed.

satisfactorily craftsmanlike in 

its making, and very interest- 

ing in its contents, this collec- 
tion of ‘‘ New Salmagundi Papers ”’ 
for the- year just ended celebrates 
the fifty-one years of the existence 
of the Salmagundi Club. It casts 
an eye backward over the club's 
happy and successful life, and it also 
has a thought to spare for those 
** Salmagundi Papers "’ of 115 years 
ago which first made famous the 
name chosen for the club in Novem- 
ber, 1871, by the modest Sketch 
Class of fifteen members in which it 
had its beginning. The work con- 
tains some fifty or more illustra- 
tions from paintings, drawings, etch- 
ings, wood-blocks, and half as many 
written contributions that include 
poems, short stories, reminiscences, 
essays, tmpressions. Aimost all of 
the articles were written for this 
book; only three or four of them 
have been previously printed. - 

The volume is dedicated to the 
memory of the late J. Sanford 
Saltus, who died last Summer. From 
his pen’ there are several short ar- 
ticles under the general heading of 
“Old Rites and Rituals.”” One of 
these describes the ceremony that 
still celebrates in Monaco the mar- 
tyrdom of Santa Devota, another 

_ tells the story of that saint and a 
third deals with the presentation at 
Nice during the Christmas season of 
the Presepi Nissart, which he de- 
scribes as ‘‘ that strange mingling of 
drama and broad comedy.” For 








these articles J. Scott Williams has 
made titles, decorations and illustra- 
tions from pen-and-ink drawings. 
Immediately following is an “‘ appre- 
ciation” of Mr. Saltus written by 
William Henry Shelton that is 
worth quoting because of ‘ts sim- 
plicity and beauty of expression: 
John Sanford Saltus died on the 
twenty-fourth of June, 1922, in 
London, where he had gone from 
Paris to assume the Presidency of 
the British Numismatic Society. 
His first devotion as a collector 
was to the library of the Salma- 
gundi Club, including his favorite 
collection of books on Louis 
XVII.; then-to the Numismatic 
Society in New York and finally

An interesting ‘*‘ Footnote to Rus- 
kin,”’ transcribed by Joseph Hartley 
frem notes made by the late J. Scott 
Hartley, in,whose studio the Salma- 
gundi Club began, tells briefly about 
Ruskin's methods as a teacher of 
art.

Ruskin’s system [he says] was 
to keep his students at work for 
six months on a single leaf of a 
tree, drawing it from every point 
of view until they had learned by 
heart every vein and every minu- 
tia of form. ‘Then followed six 
months on a twig, a similar time 
on a branch, then on the trunk 
and finally: on the tree as a whole. 
Arthur Turnbull Hill’s ‘‘ Early 

Recollections of George Inness and 
George Waldo Hill’’ gives enter- 
taining glimpses of one of Amer- 
ica's greatest artists, whiose full 
value is not yet appreciated. Inter- 
esting is his account of the vigor, 
energy and sureness with which In- 
ness worked, and of his conception 
and working out of the structural 
form of a picture. 

Under the title, ‘* Solving the 
Problem of Winter,” Ernest Ingersoll 
entertainingly writes about the Win- 
ter habits of certain furred and 
feathered creatures, and Charles Liv- 
ingston Bull has drawn some clever 
illustrations for the text. hur 
Little’s drawings and William Henry 
Shelton’s reminiscences ‘‘ Concern- 
ing Dinners,” first carry the reader 
back to the royal and magnificent 
feast in Westminster Hall.in 1685, 
when James II. was crowned and 
dishes of ‘“‘ Salmagundy” graced 
the bounteous board, and then bring 
him down to the dinners at which 
our own Salmagundians made merry 
in their former home in Twelfth 
Street, describing these occasions 
with loving memory. In another 
tribute to their organization Hobart 
Nichols praises “ The Club Spirit” 
and shows how it works construc- 
tively for better art, clearer vision 
and finer spirit. By William H, 
Crocker there is a story of the sea 


called *‘ The Derelict,” illustrated by 
Gordon H. Grant. A short, vivid 
word picture by Henry Russell Wray 
has a lovely illustration from an 
etching by the author. The tale ot 
** An Artist's Walk,” told by Thomas 
Shrewsbury Parkhurst, has some of 
its scenes realized in drawings by 
W. Granville Smith. 

Among the half dozen or more 
poems James P. Haney's “ My 
City ” sees the city a vital, a ‘‘ living 
thing,” that is ‘‘ builded not of 
stone.” On the opposite page is an 
illustration from Joseph Pennell’s 
etching, “ The City Set on the Hill 
That Cannot Be Hid.” W. R. 
Leigh’s “‘ The Painted Desert” de- 
scribes ‘‘ that parched, pied, pathless 
land” and illustrates it effectively 
with marginal drawings. At the 
very end Carroll Leja Nichols in 
merry mood rhymes the “ Zoological 
Thoughts of an Etymological Fel- 
low.” ‘ 

In addition to the illustrations 
made for the articles and poems there 
are many clever and interesting page 
pictures from the work of well- 
known artists, such as a landscape 
from a sketch by J. Francis Mur- 
phy made in 1878; ‘‘ Night Magic" 
from a painting by Hobart Nichols; 
a portrait of Joseph Hartley by Leo 
Mielziner; landscapes from paintings 
by Pieter Van Veen, Robert H. Nis- 
bet, Frank M. M . Arthur Turn- 
bull Hill and ot ; and many from 
etchings,’ woodcuts and drawings. 
And there is a frontispiece in color 
from a wood block. designed, cut 
and hand-colored by Edward A. Wil- 
son, representing ‘‘ Capt. Bartholo- 
mew Roberts, Pirate,’’ feasting on a 
** savoury dish of Solomon Gundy.”’

I should have liked to protest 
against what seemed a narrow 
view, for the philosophy of that 
book, if indeed it was meant to 
embody any philosophic idea, was 
that the big men of every race, 
however widely differentiated, 
when their souls are touched are 
alike in feeling, conceive the same 
nobilities and see the same right 
and wrong.

from his manuscripts, often written 
rapidly in pencil, as was his habit 
for classroom talks or public Jec- 
tures. His books published during 
his lifetime represent Professor Win- 
chester as a critic, scholar, and biog- 
rapher; the present volume is 2 
memorial to him as a teacher. 

But the reader will not miss any 
of the qualities of style and inter- 
pretation which rendered the au- 
thor’s other books so delightfui 
and stimulating. In addition, there 
is a freer expression of personal 
opinion, an unstinted display of gen- 
erous sympathy, fine taste, and 
good sense. The teaching of liter- 
ature suffers at times from one or 
the other of two extremes, The 
teacher, conceiving the joy derived 
from poetry as an esoteric experi- 
ence attainable only throygh a flight 
of the spirit, is always urging his 
pupils to flap their wings and rise 
from earth. He is an inspirationalist 
in season and out. Or the teacher, 
viewing knowledge as a desirable 
basis for appreciation, ts eontent to 
train his class on biographical facts, 
meanings of words, and dates of 
publication, Mr. Dry-as-Dust is 
likely to get dustier as the years go 
by. Professor Winchester is never 
guilty of either extreme; rather, he 
combines the best of both methods. 

His enthusiasm always responds to 
greatness. For ¢xample, though 
** Antony and Cleopatra” seems fo

If it be 
permissible to classify poets, Ray- 
mond Holden, therefore, would take 
rank as a poet of thought rather 
than a poet of imagination. With- 
out the ruggedness or the dynamic 
power of Browning (and also, for- 
tunately, without the obscurity), he 
would, in the main, take his place 
on the side of the house occupied 
by that Victorian. 

This is not to mean that Holden 
lacks poetic gifts. On the contrary, 
he has a considerable endowment. 
But his curiosity is primarily an in- 
tellectual curiosity. He sees with 
his mind rather than with his imag- 
ination. The opening poem of the 
volume, a sonnet entitled ‘“* Once,” 
is indicative of this psychology. The 
theme of the sonnet is the glacial 
period, with the subsequent appear- 
ance of man on earth, and the poem 
closes with these lines:

comes ¢onsummate. This is espe- 
cially true in ‘‘ The Durhams,”’ in 
which he handles a mad scene with 
rare dexterity. 

The story of the Durhams is that 
of a farmer who discovers his wife's 
unfaithfulness, and in whose stricken 
mind the lost wife eventually be- 
comes inextricably confused with a 
white doe which roams the neigh- 
bering wood. At ‘ast, completely 
mad, the husband shoots the doe and 
then himself. 

The mad scene is too long to quote, 
but the transition across the border- 
line of reason is made with the ut- 
most fineness. As with Hamlet's 
madness, the reader is never actually 
aware of the transition. And the 
doe slips in and out of the lyric 
lines: 


With lowered head and deep in.~ 
quiring eyes, 

A slim white thing, made as if out 
of breeze 

That carries snow. * * ¢ 


Perhaps it is the larger scope al- 
lowed by the narrative form that al- 
lows Holden to escape from some of 
the inhibitions which mar many of 
his shorter lyrics, and if so, then the 
dramatic narrative is his true genre. 
In ‘* Rock Fowler *’ and ‘‘ The Dur- 
hams'’ he has done noteworthy 
work, and a volume of such poems 
would be a genuine contribution to 
American poetry. 

Even more than Holden, Stanton 
A. Coblentz admonishes us to clas- 
sify him as a poet of thought. In 
addition to giving his volume the 
title of ‘‘ The Thinker,’’ he states in 
an introductiori that ‘‘ a majority of 
the poems represent the pursuit of 
an idea, the attempt to embody some 
definite philosophy.'’ And it is with 
this in mind that his work must be 
judged. 

The volume is a fairly plump one, 
including within its covers about a 
hundred poems, all of them—as the 
title implies—lyrics, and in a variety 
of forms. Perhaps half of the poems 
are sonnets. Several are imaginary 
soliloquies. One of these, ‘‘ More 
Worlds to Conquer,’’ put into the 
mouth of Alexander the Great on his 
deathbed, will serve to show what 
Coblentz means by philosophy— 
namely, not a system, but any idea 
ot high import relating to the con- 
duct of life. These are the closing 
lines:

But not often does Coblentz hark 
back to the Ancients. For although 
Life, with a capital letter, is his sole 
interest at all times, he is chiefly 
engaged in modern manifestations of 
life. He is a lyric poet with his 
lyricism in leash, as in this sextet 
from a sonnet called ‘‘ City Dwel- 
lers "’: 

Our shrines and altars are long 

aisles of stone, 

Highlands of bleak red bricks and 

tunneled ways, 

And something of their dinginess 

has grown 

Into our souls, and there like dust

In a less Zt ti SEE vein (for 
Coblentz has a delicate turn of wit 
which the Lake Country bard had 
not) is the poem ‘‘ The Mole,”’ in 
which one of these burrowers, ac- 
quiring sight, goes out to view the 
world and return with a report to his 
mates underground, advising them 
also to acquire sight. The other 
moles responded: 


Your theories are unsound.

This gentle humor of the poet 
crops out on many pages of the vol- 
ume, which, all considered, despite 
some faults of didacticism, is a very 
weadable little book. 

In winning the Alfred A. Knopf 
** Publication Prize,’’ offered by Al- 
fred A. Knopf, of the c‘ass of 1912 
bf Columbia University, Charles

The collection does not bulk large, 
as the poems all are short, and there 
are “but - forty-five. But there is 
pleasingly absent that smart faeile- 
ness, the satisfied imitativeness, and 
the specious glow of most under- 
graduate verse. Simplicity, the art- 
ful artlessness of the skilled work- 
man, and the sincerity of the true 
lyricist, dominate Wagner's little 
volume. Here is an especially pleas- 
ing combination of these traits: 


Each year ten thousand people ride 

In Summer to the country-side. 

They come in silk and satin gown 

Treading the lovely woodland 
down, 

So that a farmer-iad must creep - 

In -shame behind his careless 
sheep; 

So that the stars rain in the dew 

A tearful silver retinue; 

So that the valley looking up, 

With hotel lights within. its cup, 

Asks God for simple folk again 

Who take their bread and butter 
plain. 


To be sure, there are certain flaws. 
Wagner is not completely skilled. 
He did not ponder long enough be- 
fore he accepted the weak ‘‘lovely’’ 
of the fourth line; and the poem 
would have gained had he kept to 
sheep, and lights in houses, and 
country folk, and nét dragged down 
the stars. Poets, especially youthful 
poets, take too many liberties with 
the stars. 

Another fault of poets (especially 
the. young) is to tease themselves 
with the thought of death. The dif- 
ficulty with death is that one mus 
take some attitude toward it, and, in 
advance of the experience, there i: 
risk that the attitude will be a false 
end. This is especially true when 
paganism is the vogue, as ‘it is at 
Present. Wagner’s paganism comes 
as._near being true as the twentieth 
century will allow: 

When life has had enough of me 

And I am done with breath

From -silent skies and bending sea, 
I shall not dream of death. 





With lips to take his brol

as by our concrete needs, which have 
a way of running far ahead of ow 
thinking. Not the least penetrating 
sentence in ‘‘ Politics ’’ is this: 

The people themselves desire 
neither democracy nor popular 
sovereignty; they desire efficient, 
wise and just government, and 
they would welcome the inaugura- 
tion of any practical method by 
which the efficient, wise or just 
men of the State could. be dis- 
covered and installed in the office 
of government. 

There are several things less likely 
than that we shall some day modify

Aristotelian ‘‘ Politics’*; but. ther 
ére many who love nothing bette:

The very slender volume Which is 
an anthology of Oxford poetry for 
1922 is also undergraduate verse. 
This is the eighth collection of such 
verse made by Basil Blackwood; the 
first appeared in 1915. Naturally 
there is a temptation to compare the 
Oxford @oetry with Wagner's, - but 
this would be unfair, .since tho 
Columbia poet must bear the respon- 
sibility for an entire volume. A com- 
parison with the contents of thos: 
anthologies of American coillegs 
verse as appears from time to time 
is, however, permissible and in 
order. 
At the risk of having the opinion 
branded as Anglophile, it wiil be 
stated at once that the English col- 
lection, slight as it is, is far supe- 
rior. The English undergraduate 
poet knows that behind him is a 
great tradition, and he approaches 
his task with a humbleness of spirit 
which is rare here. American under- 
graduate success is, probably, wor- 
thy of greater praise than is Eng- 
lish undergraduate accomplishment, 
because the absence of tradition 
makes the American achievement 
greater. But college students in this 
country would write better verse if 
they would try harder to perceive 
the difference between tinsel and 
gold. Place this, by D. C. Thomp- 
son of Balliol, beside almost any-_ 
thing in one of our college month- 
lies and the difference will be ap- 
parent: 
At Lonnin Garth, by Portinscale, 
I met an old man in a lane. 
The dappled turf, athirst for rain, 
Was parched; the fells in Barrow- 

dale 
Hung like blue smoke through 
quivering haze.

To many readers the 
poet’s achievements with the roundel, 
the rondeaux, the ballade and the 
triolet will seem the happier portion 
of the book. This will be due, not 
to a lack of Variety of form in the 
other pages, but to the fact that the 
poet belongs to the didactic school 
and that the poem's moral (in the 
narrow sense) is applied with a bit 
too heavy a hand.

T would be difficult to place to- 
gether plays in sharper contrast 
than Andreyev’s ‘“‘ The Waltz 
of the Dogs” or Gibson's 
** Krindlesyke,’’ and the ‘‘ Sec- 
- ond Plays” of A. A. Milne. A Rus- 
sian is author of the first; English- 
men are authors of the second and 
third. Yet a reader unfamiliar with 
the title pages jmight easily think a 
Russian the creator of the first two, 
an Englishman the creater of only 
the third. For Andreyey and Gib- 
son both paint with the same colors 
—pessimism and despair. 

Melancholy’s antithesis, 
** Second Plays’’ genially continue 
in the droll vein of the earlier 
“ Wurzel - Flummery ”’ and “ Be- 
linda,” the influence of Barrie's 
fancy in creating the world and hu- 
manity topsy-turvy being manifest 
on every page. Nowhere else is this 
influence more discernible than in 
** Make Believe,” a semi-fairy play, 
the first of the five in the volume. 
The play opens with a prologue, 
wherein Rosemary, whose chief 
claim to literary fame rests on the 
fact that she cannot spell *‘ believe,”’ 
decides to write a Christmas enter- 
tainment. Three aéventurous epi- 
sodes follow, supposedly the product 
of her imaginative pen. The first, 
“The Princess and the Woodcut- 
ter,’’ is perfect in its humor, flaw- 
lessly constructed, ideal for the chil- 
dren’s theatre. There are absurd, 
beribboned princes, fat, puffy kings, 
woodcutters with minds keen as 
their axes. The stately queen, who, 
disguised as a beggar woman, chokes 
on the surfeit of bread she implores 
from her daughter is delightfully 
ludicrous. 

Abso ug, a humorous revelation 
of chi. psychology, but rather dis- 
connected, and in spots not too origi- 
nal, is the second episode, *‘ Oliver’s 
Island,’”” where hated aunts, gov- 
ernesses, and all dispensers of nasty 
medicines become children’s slaves, 
to swim in lakes where testing for 
sharks is necessary. 

The third episode, detailing the! 
<‘hristmas eve of Mr. and Mrs. Hub- 
ward, trails along in rather ordinary 
fairy-play fashion, when suddenly

bard’s financial problems—Mr. Hub- 
bard, through two misunderstand- 
ings, first gently robbing a group of 
carol singers, then becoming the re- 
cipient of a stolen watch and dia- 
mond necklace. After these inci- 
dents, however, despite a rotund 
humanization of the Brothers Grimm 
characters, the fairy reality seeme 
artificial, and with the conclusion of 
the episode, and of the play, there 
ensues a feeling of incompleteness. 

Quite contrary is the final impres- 
sion of the three-act “Mr. Pim 
Passes By,’’: published separately at 
an earlier date, but included in this 
collection. A reading for the second 
time, or a reading after seeing the 
play produced, brings out doubly’ the 
buoyancy of its dialogue, the vivac- 
ity of its situations, the sprightli- 
ness of its dénouement. 

In the one-act “‘ Camberly Trian- 
gle’’ a trace of war bitterness is 
found, the bitterness of a youth who 
went off to the army, returning to 
find his wife in love with a mah 
whom ‘* important work of a confi- 
dential nature "’ had prevented from 
enlisting. Here the influence of 
Shaw, rather than Barrie, pee 
nates. 


(The lover, Norwood, unex- 
pectedly encounters the husband, 
Dennis, at the latter’s home.) 

Norwood (impatiently) — What 
are you going to do? 

Dennis—Well, that was what I 
was going to ask you. You're so 
much more in the swim than I am. 
(Earnestly) What’s being done in 
society-just now? * * * What 
have the husbands been doing late- 
ly when they came back from the 
front? 

In Shavian fashion the hushand 
suggests a duel, swords, pistols or 
fists—promptly rejected.

masyuerading Gervase being the 
children of ‘‘ Make Believe "' grown 
up. The moral seeker will -say, 
** Milne is here lecturing silly girls 
with silly notions. Be a good cook, 
get married and be happy.’' The 
symbolist will whisper, ‘*‘ Milne, in 
*The Romantic Age,’ has reall: 
written a tragedy. Melisande repre- 
sents painting, literature, music, the 
beauty of life. She struggles val- 
jantly, but is finally overcome by 
the age of machinery, in the person 
of a gas-range and a cook book."’ 
To the author, the play is probably 
merely another fairy story with the 
dramatis personae happening to be 
English of the twentieth century, 
and the scene Mr. Knowles’s country 
house, instead of some enchanted is- 
land or cavern guarded by four 
dragons. 

Although occupying -only -fifteen 
pages, the last play, ‘‘ The Step- 
mother,” is the most compelling, the 
most poignant, the most significant 
in the volume. The habitual collec- 
tor of the “ World’s Best One-Act 
Plays” should certainly afford it a 
Place. Incisively, but delicately, it 
tells a story of illegitimacy; a son 
without his noted father’s name 
comes snarling back to claim some 
of the glory and luxury. Nowhere 
does Milne surpass the tender de- 
lineation of Lady Pembury, gentle 
wife of the man the son has come 
to threaten, or the son himself, who 
departs, his errand abandoned. 

Putting down “Second Plays” 
and picking up ‘‘ The Waltz of the 
Dogs,” one is instantly transported 
from a world where laughter is heard 
even in sorrow to a worid where 
anguish makes hollow every laugh. 
The drama, while ceviainly not the 
foremost of Andreyev's work, is yet 
striking, often terrific. Tremendous 
im its power is the first act, whfere 
Henry Tile, gayly entertaining his 
friends in the new ‘apartment being 
made ready for Elizabeth, his bride 
to be, suddenly learns the girl has 
married another. Frein then on the 
play is the unfolding of Henry's de- 
generation. 

Despite the jacket, heralding the 
work as an ‘“ effective blending of 
realism with symbolism,” the search 
for symbolism is vain. The alle- 
gofica! quality of the — earlier 
Andreyev, the Andresev of ‘‘ To the 
Stars ” and *‘ The Life of Man,” is 
not here, nor the appalling sense of 
mystery in “ He Who Gets Slapped.”

earth, not of heaven. Ilteminisceni 
of the spirit of revolt and anarchy 
in Andreyev’s second play, 
“ Savva” is the half drunken soiil- 
oquy of Felusha, Henry’s half 
friend, half enemy, when he talks 
of blowing up the Nicholas Bridge 
and the entire city. 

Line by line, scene by scene,. cher- 
acter by character, the drama ic 
masterful. Taken as a whole it ar- 
tives nowhere, for too muck extra- 
neous matter is introduced, as the 
scenes centring about ‘‘ Happy Jen- 
nie,’’ the prostitute, scenes rich in 
dramatic vigor and acting possibili- 
ties,. but not appreciably advancing 
the action. It would appear that 
Andreyev intended to pen a psycho- 
logical study of a broken*man's men- 
tal deterioration, but the many com- 
plicating and distracting forces pré- 
vent: the brother, seeking to insure

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N the four years since the armi- 
stice there have been so many 
printed descriptions of the war- 
blasted country in France, cus- 
tomarily spoken of as “ the 

devastated regions,” that one might 
think there is little to be said on, the 
subject which is not familiar to the 
average reader. But always one 
must reckon with the individual—and 
therefore fresh—point of view. It is 
this new and very human viewpoint 
we find in Mr. Wister’s interesting 
narrative of his two trips through 
the tragic lands. His power to make 
others see with his eyes renders any 
wandering of attention out of the 
question. With the background of 
his story already outlined for him by 
gthers, he had only to paint in such 
features as stood out in his vision 
and to introduce the characters 
whose delineation had obviously 
made this expansion of a carefully 
kept diary a labor of love. For he 
loves the American doughboy; there 
can be no doubt about that. And it 
is the doughboy who.  saunters, 
laughs, philosophizes, fights and 
flirts through the 400-odd pages, and 
having done his ‘‘ bit," simply wants 
to go home and -forget it. That he 
was not among the more than two 
hundred thousand who slept under 
the white crosses in Flanders pro- 
voked in him no particular emotion. 
As arule, he subscribed to the quaint 
Philosophy of.the poilu quoted in 
one of Mr. Wister’s chapters: ‘' If 
you're wounded seriously, one of two 
things is certain—either you recover 
or you die. If you recover, there's 
no need to worry. If you die, you 
can’t worry, so what's the use?’’ 

{t was in the Spring of 1919; only 

a few months after the close of the 





war, tnat the autnor of “ Neighbors 
Henceforth ’’ made his first journey 
over the muddy roads and through 
the mangied forests where for four 
years the strife had raged. Then 
it was that he noted how the French 
faces, like the English faces he had 
seen shortly before, had changed. He 
does not describe the change in set 
terms, but soldiers, civilians, men 
and women, and even some children, 
had it. ‘“ It corresponded to nothing 
that they ever said. Their talk was 
usual, cheerful; they referred to sad 
things lightly, and they joked and 
enjoyed your joke. The one thing 
they never said was the thing which 
their faces said for them."’ Could 
the tragedy of the war be better 
expressed than in this last pithy 
sentence? It is of a piece with an- 
other. remark: “ What must the 
noise of shells be? On the ninth 
day of the siege of Verdun I have 
been told that almost every soldier 
was crying. That is what noise can 
do.”" As for the general appearance 
of the ravaged territory, this pic- 
ture of the road to Montdidier may 
be taken as typical of all that the 
author noted as he passed along: 


Through’ Roye our road twisted 
like an 8S, by an extinct church 
on the left and on the right a half 
ruin, wherein butchers were at 
work and whereon was advertised 
horse meat of the first quality. 
Half ruins and whole ruins sur- 
rounded a square, the 
d’Armes. * * * Along the sev- 
enteen kilometers .to Montdidier 
the ravages_ of war continued un- 
changed and war’s other leavines 
increased and thickened. So far, 
trenches and excavations had not 
been close to. the road we had 
come. Line upon line of them 
now turrowed the face of the land 
like huge sentences § scrawled 





across a huge page in some an- 


cient alphabet. Dugouts lined the 
road, cellared the higher banks in 
rows, like the suburban opera- 
tions of contractors. Immense 
piles of obus never fired, still 
alive, littered the bare and muddy 
fields. * A gray lattice- 
work of aikciliaiaaiie three meters 
high still shielded the, road, its 
material torn and hanging in 
strips, but much of it as it had 
been in the days when it concealed 
the passing troops and trains of 
munitions and provisions. * * 

No house seemed whole at Mont. 
didier. Between the houses and 
everywhere around them, the 
ground looked like a paste of mud 
irredeemable. * * * Straw still 
covered the wet floors of the dug- 
outs, their steps were slippery, 
telephone wires stretched and 
dangled between .them, they were 
still concealed by the disguising 
bushes and the burlap lattice-work 
of camouflage. The footprints of 
war seemed very fresh. 

Charging ingratitude, American 
doughboys became resentful toward 
the people they had come to France 
to fight for. As to this, the author 
feels a strong regret that finds ex- 
pression in many pages. After say- 
ing ‘ 1 did not want our soldiers to 
go home hating the French,” he ad- 
mitted that the American soldier had 
good reasons for hating them, since 
** the flaws in the French character 
were the very flaws to. displease 
him."’ The doughboy_ complains 
that, after flinging their arms 
around him while the Huns were 
walking on to Paris, they were now 
asking him when. he was going 
home. As if he wanted to stay in 
their “‘ stingy country of robbers.’ 
They called Americans -*‘ dollar 
chasers.’”” On which he comments: 
“Why. the whole of Europe was 
chasing dollars, with its tongue 


ce and America 


when it caught one, it held on. 
When an American ‘ treated,’ they 
called him vulgar.’’ When Mr. 
Wister wanted to enter into conver- 
sation with a doughboy, he would 
ask ‘‘ How many words of French 
do you know?’’ To 'which the 
usual answer was ‘‘ About six,’’ 
with a grin. But most of them had 
a fair working command of the 
tongue. Concerning the French, we 
are told, the doughboy knew his 
mind in his American way, down to 
the ground. As when he demanded: 
“Do you think, if they had come 
over’ and saved New York and 
Bridgeport and New Haven for us, 
we'd be showing them the door like 
they’re showing it to us? "’ 

One of the most fascinating chap- 
ters is that in which we are intro- 
dyced to a member of the American 
military police on duty in the mid- 
die of a wide thoroughfare in Paris. 
He stood there during certain of the 
night hours for the benefit of such 
American soldiers as might need 
either direction or discipline. To a 
remark of his Philadelphia inter- 
viewer, who wondered how the peo- 


if they saw a French soldier polic- 
ing French soldiers in the middle of 
the street, he answered that his 
town, Newton, Kan., after the first 
rub or two, would “ start jacking up 
the _ prices, same as the French 
have.” But he added, with patience 
and toleration in his voice, “ It's 
human nature,” and told how, when 
he was serving on the Mexican bor- 
der, the barbers, grocers and tobacco 
merchants of El Paso ran up the 
prices on the men in Uncle Sam's 
uniform. ‘' Let a soldier walk into 
any place,” he said, “ and the prices 
went up -like-—putting your ther-

At last despair proves overwheln- 
ing, and Henry Tile Kills himself.

This, and the lack of a 
definite, centralizing motive, prevent 
the play from being a grim master- 
Piece. 

The same Jack of cohesion in 
“The Waltz of the Dogs”’ mars 
* Krindlesyke,’’ Gibson’s bitter 
rhythmic drama of the Northum- 
brian hills. Though in England, a 
Norwegian chill and gloom envelop 
all who dwell or come to this dismal! 
cottage, for generations the home of 
the Barrasfords. Much akin to the 
figures in Maseficld’s ‘‘ Tragedy oi 
Nan’' or “The Campden Won- 
der’’ are, these shepherd folk, 
aimlessly existing in stolid, animul 
misery. 

The cottage behold’s Jim's coming 

with his. bride, only to be met by 
his mistress, and abandoned by 
both; his robbing of Ezra, the blir-i 
father; the death of Ezra’s wife, 
and the arrival of the wandering 
Bell Haggard, who, coming to rob, 
remains to bury and nurse; Bell 
Haggard’s departure, years later, 
and final return, victim of Krind- 
lesyke’s sardonic joke. A _ frigid 
hell,, where old women perish like 
beasts, and stiffened corpses grow 
diabolical. 
The play, .divided into two 
books,’’ instead of the usual acts,’ 
as the author declares, is not intend- 
ed for stage production; much elim- 
ination would be necessary before it 
could be theatrically practical. Many 
of the speeches occupy-—an entire 
page, a long-windedness proving 2 
hindrance in reading, as well, caus- 
ing both action and interest to iag. 
The harangues of the garrilous 
Beli, though in part necessary ta 
portray the character, are extended 
to the point of weariness. Deapite, 
however, profuseness and construc- 
tive weakness, the frequent beanty 
of the lines, and often vivid charac- 
terizations make a reading of the 
play distinctly worth while.

Was 
there a war to abolish war? Much 
was heard of it a few years back, and 
the thought that he was engaged in 
such a conflict would seem to have 
inspired many an American soldier 
who joined gallantly in the sweep 
over the hills at St. Mihiel and in 
overccming the shadowy terrors of 
the Argonne Forest. Now a world 
which heard a great deal of idealism 
then finds its ears assailed by mes- 
sages from prophets of the skeptic 
school. 

The new atmosphere of doubt and 
foreboding envelops us as we scan 
the pages of the six books whose 
titles are listed above. They are evi- 
dence pertinent to the case and de- 
serve a hearing from all who are 
concerned that civilization. shall not 
slip backward. It is evident that 
they are not the product of goose- 
flesh sentimentality, but that they 
are based for the most part on pro- 
longed. observation at first hand of 
conditions out of which the state of 
men in the next decade is likely to 
be born. 

Books: on current events and prob- 
lems ‘such as these are no longer 
derided. The literary cynicism that 
once condemned them to the waste 
bin as ephemera! is happily obsolete. 
It is a sorry plan to sit with folded 
hands and our heads in the clouds 
waiting for a Thucydides to spring 
up and enlighten us before we will 
heed. Our means of information and 
guidance are multiplying by evolu- 
tion. -The book hot with the impres- 
sions of the moment, even though 
some of it or much of it is not de- 
signed for permanency, has a dis- 
tinct function in shaping the thought 
of the world today. 

Such works, with the profusion 
and excellence which now attach 
to them, are the successors of the 
old-time pamphlets, in which men 
who had messages to convey, politi- 
cal or otherwise, found a convenient 
and very useful means of influencing 
the public. The history of the pam- 
phiet is reversing that of the novel. 
The long romance with the intricate 
and carefully developed plot is still 
with-us, but there is also the tabloid 


{own country, Poe did so much to 
elevate to a permanent position in 
literature. While many novels thus 
jappear in compressed form, the ten- 
tdency of the pamphlet has been to 
expand, and the book on passing 
events is the result. 

It has many things to recommend 
it. The reader who now wishes the 
world brought to his door is fortu- 
nate. He has the newspaper, with 
its daily picture of a cross-section of 
the world; this is supplemented by 
the magazine, with more extended 
information upon particular subjects; 
the third resource is the book on 
current events, which often conveys 
with real insight the carefully con- 
sidered views of a trained observer 
or commentator who sets thorough- 
ness before him as his model. 

The authors of the- works under 
vonsideration are an American Rear 
Admiral, a British Brigadier Gen- 
eral, an international Y. M. C. A. 
secretary, an official of a church 


commission, an American scholar, 
and a British journalist. They dis- 
agree about some things, and therein 
lies much of their value. On one 


| thing, however, there is unanimous 


accord among them—the danger sig- 
‘nal is up as to world affairs, and 
heediessness of its warning may 
bring on consequences whose poten- 
tialities of evil appall the imagina- 
tion. 

Taking them up in detail and 
searching for traces of encourage- 
ment in a gloomy outlook, we catch 
a ray of.it in the personality of Ad- 
miral Niblack as revealed in his 
book. He is evidently of the type 
of fighting man of whom America 
has Contributed to the world an un- 
usual number, but who have al- 
ways ‘been rare elsewhere—the man 
who unites to cofispicuous talents 
for leadership in armed conflict the 
will to *‘ seek peace and pursue it.” 
Washington’s Farewell Address is 
largely an exortation to peace, 
Grant’s famous phrase on the subject 
is a constant preachment from the 
sculptured facade of his tomb, and 
Lee’s announcement of his decision 
to espouse the cause of the South 
n 1861 was pathetic in fts yearning 
that he could soon put away the 
sword forever. There have been 
many such instances in our history. 
Admiral Niblack was the com- 
‘hander of the Mediterranean forces 
of the United States Navy in the 
World War. He has had* facilities 
for the study of his subject from a 
diplomatic viewpoint, having served 
as Naval Attaché in London, Berlin, 
Vienna, Rome, The Hague and sev- 
eral South American capitals. There 
is no doubt that he is a competent 
witness to testify as to “ Why Wars 
Come.”’ 

He startles us almost at the out- 
set. “Any one * * * has only 
to examine the fundamental causes 
of war,’ he writes, “ to realize there 
are as many wars brewing in the 
future as there have been in the 
past, since the causes remain.” 

This blunt admonition is amputet 
as follows: 

There still remain, unaltered and 
untouched by the great war, the 

prolific sources of past wars and 
wars to come in the active political 
and economic force for which there 
is no other name greed, often 
unfortunately masked as enlight- 
ened selfishness in such phrases 
as ‘‘ spheres of influence,”’ ‘* co- 
lonial empires,’’ “industrial su- 
premacy,” “ preferential duties,’’ 
&c., in counterdistinction to the 
“* open door.’* 

In his view, greed is the ultimate 
cause of nearly all wars through the 
selfish national policies pursued. 
There will be little or no wen on 
this point. 

Greed, the author reminds us,. is 
often exploited by~secret diplomacy. 
He adds: 

This has been the curse of the 
world up to the present day 
and is against every theory of pop-

Admiral Niblack is distinctly skep- 
tical regarding recent attempts to as- 
sure the peace of Europe, for he says 
that there has been “ more or less 
sowing the dragon’s teeth of future 
wars and creating other Alsace-Lor- 
raines.”’ He also raises serious ap- 
fprehensions as to Asia, although he 
thinks that the Washington confer- 
ence, “by reconciling most of the 
conflicting policies in the Pacific, 
did much to avoid future trouble in 
that particular area.” Nevertheless 
he observes: 


Africa is divided up; the Turk- 
ish Empire is dismembered; the 
Western Hemisphere is

A considerable part of the book is 
devoted to a discussion of the forms 
of government in the principal eivil- 
ized countries as bearing on the 
questions of war and def: Ad- 


1911 to 1014; attached to General 
Headquarters in France from 1914 
to 1915; military attaché in the Bal- 
kans from 1915 to 1917 and a Brit- 
ish military representative to the 
Supreme War Council at Versailles, 
1918 to 1919. Recently he has 
entered politics as a member of the 
British Labor: Party, and there are 
traces of this in the background o: 
his conclusions. 

His account begins with the first 
Balkan war, in the midst of whose 
petty hatreds ani unscrupulous am- 
bitions he saw the seeds of colossal 
misfortune for Europe. With literary 
skill that engrosses attention he 
paints the picture of what he ob- 
served, the throbbing life of the Bal- 
kan peoples, their landscapes, the 
military ensemble of the clash of 
small nations. In his description of 
the Battle of Kumanovo he strikes 
one of his highest notes, enthralling 
the reader with a vivid view of men 
plucked from the pursuits of peace 
and flung in armed masses.at each 
other in a grand resurgence of 
ancient rivalries. 

Linking his story skillfully and 
carrying it along to the Paris peace 
treaties, he denounces those agree- 
ments as ee with an at- 
of suspicion, hatred, fear 





miral Niblack thinks that where al! 
Governments play the game alike 
through the consent of the governed, 
**the chances of war are reduced 
to a minimum.” 

He jars us by intimating that in 
some aspects of the forms of govern- 
ment. and foreign policies of variour 
countries the actual work:ngs differ 
from the theoretical form. Several 
changes in the Constitution of the 
United States are advised, apparently 
for the purpose of making the acts 
of the Government more directly 
responsive to the will of the people. 
He wishes to have treaties ratified 
by a majority of the Senate instead 
of a two-thirds vote. 

The book is an elaboration of lec- 
tures previously delivered by Ad- 
miral.Niblack. It is characterized 
by the directness and terseness of 
style which many naval officers 
exemplify. 

Admiral Niblack has evidently set 
more store by facts than style. In 
** Old Europe's Suicide,” however, 
General Thomson has produced a 
vivid story that is intensely fascinat- 
ing. His title refers to the downfall 
of the central empires, which, as he 
remarks, were “the last strong- 
holds of the aristocratic traditions 
of old Europe, both from a social 
and a political point of view.” His 
aim is to show that ‘‘ these empires 
perished prematurely through the 
suicidal folly of their ruling classes,” 
as the military weapon which Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary forged 
became the instrument of their own 
destruction. 

General Thomson develops his 
theme by a recital of his own experi- 
ences. He was-a General Staff offi-

together to his own observations or 
to a_ political viewpoint. At any 
rate, he has produced a book whose 
charm is undeniable and whose vivid 
tales of Balkan life alone entitle it to 
a place in any library.

HE Viscount Birkenhead has 
been Lord High Chancellor of 
England and Wales, and, to 
the general surprise, an ex- 
cellent Lord Chancellor, but 
this fact, thongh to his credit, is not 
in itself a reason why—to quote a la- 
ment of Job—his words should .be 
“ printed in a book,” and especially 
a book swollen—some would say, 
padded—to two considerable and 
costly volumes. Many public men 
have tried to write a good book; few 
have succeeded; and even a Lord 
High Chancellor, if he is to make 
good his claim'to wide margins, to 


~ ample type, to textured paper and 


to a permanent binding, should have 
something of demonstrable and last- 
ing value to submit to the world. It 
is not for every politician, even 
though he be an attorney, to pick 
out some casual speech, some legal 
dictum, some screed, contributed to 
the press and already forgotten, and 
then to suppose that such a Wiscel- 
Jany will rank with Daniel Webster 
and John Bunyan. Lord Eirken- 
head's offering to fame is not, pre- 
sumably, his threatened memoir. In 
these present pages he does not 
even begin to be indiscreet. And no 
reviewer, examining this work on be- 
half of a public too trustful of well- 
known names, would be doing his 
duty who failed to make clear pre- 
cisely what value may be sifted from 
these somewhat raw materials. Of 
the making of such books there is 
no end, and the more severe should 
be, therefore, the reader’s selection. 
Lord Birkenhead has been credit- 
ed by Mr. Asquith privately with 
the best brains in the Tory Party. 
His industry is immense. His style 
is rhetorical, rapid, decisive. He 
read. His 
career has furnished him with some 
things worth saying. But he is 
afflicted by an overweening conceit. 
Scarcely a paragraph is innocent of 
the first person singular. ‘“ I, my- 
self,"" everywhere adorns a syntax 
which is indeed correct, but often 
pompous and not infrequently tur- 
eid. In the ‘‘ old stuff ” which fills 
so many of these pages is a com- 
petent but by no means remarkable 
notice, written for a newspaper, of 
Lady Gwendolen Cecil's ‘‘ Life of 
Lord Salisbury.’’ ‘‘ The character 
of Lord Salisbury,"’ begins Viscount 
Birkenhead, ‘‘ has always .appeared 
to me to be one of profound inter- 
est.” Of Lork Birkenhead’s ego- 
tism, usually as profound as his 
thought, this is an example. The 
late Lord Salisbury, where he is, 
must be gratified to know that he 
has interested so eminent a _ per- 
sonage as the Viscount Birkenhead. 
If this intrusion of the ego, ‘I 
think,’’ ‘‘ in my judgment,’’ and so 
on, merely affected Lord Birken- 
head's style, it could be dismissed 
as an irritating mannerism. But it 
vitiates the very substance of his 
achievement. He assumes that any- 
thing from his pen or his stenogre- 
pher will do for the mere public. 
The titles of his chapters are often 
inviting; it Ja only the contents that 
disappoint, For instance, an essay 
on ** The Reconstruction of Civiliza- 
tion,” by a Cabinet Minister, might 
have been worth while. But what is 
it? Merely a speech, delivered eigh- 
teen months ago to the International 
Chamber of Commerce, a speech 
largely consisting of the vague com- 
pliments which are expected on the 
occasion of such gatherings and 
concluding with an ornate explanzu- 
tion why so important an individual 
as a Lord High Chancellor cannot 
find time to attend the deliberations 
of business men. In a preface, which 
does not aim at modesty, Lord Bir- 
kenhead élaims that this utterance 
aliticipated the policy of Genoa. 
Where it is not mere words, one 
finds it to be no more than the gen- 
eralitics on paper money and recon- 
struction which have been for years 
eur daily diet at breakfast. Indeed, 
few daily newspapers would have 
idered this speech, even when 
first delivered, worth more than the 
briefest paragraph. The “ humble 
judgment "’ of Lord Birkenhead that 
“the business of men * * * has 
nothing whatever-to do with inter- 
national considerations’ and that 
“the primary occupation of politi- 








cians is to attend to politics” is suf- 
ficient illustration of the sagacity 
which, after eighteen months of 
meditation, he commends to us for 
admiring acceptance; while his elab- 
orate assertion that in business there 
must be no benevolence or good-will 
can only be described as shallow fa- 
tuity. It would be, indeed, a strange 
world wherein some men were seg- 
regated as citizens, others as mer- 
chants and a third clags. as neigh- 
bors. It-is not a world in which 
Lord Birkenhead himself seriously 
believes, except in his antithetic ora- 
tory. 

A chapter called *‘ A New Party" 
invites a curious glance. An esti- 
mate of British politics by Lord 
Birkenhead would be, just aow, of a 
peculiar interest. Such an estimate 
he gives us, only it is dated three 
years ugo. Where many Americans 
would have liked his opinion of the 
recent . general election,. he gives 
them his opinion of “‘ the recent by- 
election at Spen Valley,’’ which by- 
election occurred before Mr. Asquith 
first won Paisley, and even then af- 
fected Iess than one-half of 1 per 
cent. of the House of Commons 
Not that one would omit from the 
book this particular literary relic.

With regard to many of these 
pages, the critic is disarmed by Vis- 
count Birkenhead’s confession that 
they were inscribed as a pious duty.

HEN considering a new 
publication of any sort, 

the’ first instinctive ques- 

tion is, “‘ Why. was this 

book published?’’ ‘* Art 

in Industry,’’ from’ the able pen of 
rofessor Richards, deals with vital 
problems confronting our nation. 
From this book we learn that the 
future success of hundreds of thou- 
sands of earnest workers among our 
citizens is dependent on a solution 
oi numerous unnecessary difficulties 
new besetting creators of fine things. 
iu this thoroughgoing study of 
modern life we see that the growth 
of art and culture is dependent on 
our complete mastery of new and 
novel conditions resulting from the 
innumerable mechanical inventions 
that have marked our epoch. Indeed 
it is no exaggeration to say that the 
final triumph of democracy over ad- 
verse forces séems dependent on our 
success in the y of hinery 
as applied to modern home making. 

This present publication is the re- 
sult of mature and long continued 
effort not only by Professor Richards 
but by eighty-eight individuals in the 
art industries who contributed their 
efforts during a period of two years 
or more. In that time 510 produc- 
ing éstablishments were studied by 
experts and careful’ investigations 
were also made of the courses of 
study offered by fifty-five different 
schools giving instruction in in- 
dustrial art. These researches 
among manufacturers and educa- 
tional institutions were conducted in 
fifty-five different cities. The needs 
were great for such a careful in- 
vestigation of twentieth century 
relations between art and industry, 
because there probably is no other 
line of thought in which more mis- 
information prevails and regarding 
which ignorant statements are more 
readily accepted. 

As Professor Richards has well 
pointed out, the United States as- 
sumed a place as a nation among 
the nations of the world at a tran- 
sitional epoch marked by one of the 
reatest social and industrial revolu- 
tions in the whole history of civiliza- 
tion. The invention of elaborate 
mecdern machinery and the applica- 
tion of prodigious and previously un- 
suspected power through the steam 
engine to the operations of produc- 
tion and transportation revolution- 
ized all ancient methods of industrial 
arts and crafts that had been in 
vogue from time immemorial. 

In the early days of our Colonial life 
the material needs of life absorbed 
most of the energy of our people 
and labor-saving devices had made 
little progress. Nevertheless, it is 
instructive to note that during the 
period of the Revolutionary War and 
the time succeeding it art was every- 
where. present in our industries. 
Great men like George Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson. sought by 
every means within their power to 
make our nation’s art more profitable 
and more thoroughly felt throughout 
the growing Commonwealth. Alex- 
ander Hamilton, in fact, in his day 
anticipated the present survey now 
made under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Society for Vocational Educa- 
tion and our Department of Educa- 
tion of the State of New York. If 
Hamilton’s efforts for the industries 
of Pennsylvania and New -Jersey 
could have borne fruit the confused 
modern conditions reflected in Pro- 
fessor Richards’s report would never 
have assumed their present perplex- 
ing magnitude. 

In the days of our great-great- 
grandfathers the processes of indus- 
try were slow and necessarily labo- 
rious, as is well {illustrated by the 
Printing of wall paper which was 
then carried on in Boston and sev- 
eral of our other cities. In those 
days two men working industriously 

for a day might perhaps produce 
eighteen or twenty yards of wall pa- 
per. Today, as is pointed out by 
Professor Richards, two men work- 
ing with modern power machinery 
ure able to produce a roll of printed 
wall_ paper which could reach from 
the City Hall in New York fo the 
City Hall in Yonkers. This develop- 
ment of rapid production in our in- 
dustries tended to force all consider- 
ation of grace and beauty out of the

lives of the American people. There 
is no reason why wall paper made 
by power machinery should not dis- 
play equally good designs as the 
more expensive wall paper printed 
by hand. Unfortunately, manufac- 
turers have ‘decreased the quality of 
their decorative designs. with the 
price paid for wall paper. Fine de- 
signs are prepared for expensive pa- 
per and poor designs are considered 
good enough in the cheaper grades 
of wall coverings. 

What istrue of wall paper is 
equally true of all other house fur- 
nishings, or the varied arts and 
crafts associated with costumes and 
jewelry. The present report ‘points 
the way to better achievements, and 
in fact demonstrates that in dress. 
making at least practical results in 
good designing are even now appar- 
ent.. Today a girl’s dress 

$15 often compares favorably in line 
and color with dresses costing ten 
times that sum. 
The disastrous influences of ma- 
chinery as applied to house furnish- 
ings as well as articles of personal 
adornment have, of course, beer 
world-wide and produce unfortunate 
results in every country. In Amer- 
ica this is particularly true because, 
being a new nation, we were with- 
out the old weil established  tradi- 
tions of industrial art, powerful in 
molding public taste and national 
ideals. 


To be sure, Alexander Hamilton 
organized a society of industrial art 
among the manufacturers of New 
Jersey and used his great influence 
to. elevate the standards of our in- 
dustries applied to house furnishings 
because he appreciated the economic 
value of culture and was more o1 
less a gentleman of the old régime. 
All such beneficent influences from 
our Colonial traditions that might 
have produced far-reaching practicai 
results and satisfactory cultural con- 
ditions in our democracy, if they 
could have been continued, -were 
overturned in the general revolution 
of thought, trade and industry tak- 
ing place at about the time of the 
election of Andrew Jackson and the 
triumph of his ideals in the life and 
multifarious activities of our nation. 
In the-present review of “ Art in 
Industry ” the purpose has been to 
consider, and set forth in an unim- 
passioned fashion, and without prej- 
udice, modern conditions as they 
exist today, regardiess of the things 
that might have- been: Professor 
Richards’s aim has been to present 
a picture of actual conditions relat- 
ing to the practice of applied design 
in the United States. ‘‘ to the end 
that clearer thought may be brought 
to bear on the situation, and that 
intelligent measures for its improve- 
ment may be developed.” In the 
make-up of the report the more 
definite and concrete recommenda- 
tions will be found in the summaries 
at the end of the trade surveys and 
in the school studies. The final 
conclusions deal with the larger 
elements of the problem. Inevitably 
this vital problem of America is 
bound up with the economic and 
industrial situations on the other 
side of the Atlantic, and especially 
with the educational institutions 
which France, England and Germany 
have developed. 

As is pointed out, the full measure 
of retribution fer our abandonment 
of the Colonial traditions of Alex- 
ander Hamilton never have been 
felt in the United States, because 
we have constantly received new 
recruits in our industries from the 
more perfectly educated ranks of 
artisans, craftsmen and industrial 
directors in European countries. 
Indeed, at the present day many of 
our most important industriés are 
entirely. manned, in their technical 
departments, by men educated in 
foreign lands where efficient methods 





im vogue. 

It is repeatedly suggested in this 
work how the World War brought 
out America’s dependence on Euro- 
pean technical skill and taste. The 
importations of artistic goods were 
interrupted, and to a large extent 
it was no longer possible to purchase 
designs or copy patterns originated 
abroad. 


In the last year of the war and 
the period following, with relative 
abundance of money in this coun- 
try, this situation was brought 
out in marked relief. The need 
for designers was severely felt, 
and the fact that the schools were

At that time the manufacturers in 
the United States were all filled with 
enthusiasm for developing native 
art, but at the present time it would 
appear that many of them find it 
more convenient to fall back on the 
old method of buying designs and 
patterns in Paris and other cities on 
the Continent. This of course is 
having a disastrous effect on the ris- 
ing generation of our designers and 
on the ultimate artistic development 
of our nation. 
Professor Richards has made very 
earnest efforts to ascertain the 
artistic and practical requirements 
involved in the designer’s work to- 
day and just what the requirements 
are for success in this calling. He 
has also investigated the professional 
history of a great number of de- 
signers now engaged in American in- 
dustry and has stated clearly that a 
very large proportion of the best of 
our designers, even though they are 
classed as American artists, have ac- 
quired their esthetic knowledge and 
their practical or technica] skill from 
the educational institutions of the 
Old World. Not a few know their 
knowledge of art and industry to the 
very efficient technical schools of 
Germany and Austria. 
At the present time European con- 
ditions and our own immigration 
laws tend to reduce the supply of 
foreign-trained designers and crafts- 
men educated in the Government in- 
stitutions of learning. supported in 
the past and fostered by various 
Governments even during the period 
of the great European war. It is 
pointed out that in Europe there is 
a common belief that the nation 
which. possesses the best form of in- 
dustrial art education.will, other 
things being equal, be able to domi- 
nate the markets of the world. At 
present European Governments are 
doing everything they can to keep 
their artists at home and to prevent 
their technical experts from emigrat- 
ing to America. They not only place 
serious legal difficulties in the way 
ot their leaving their own native 
lands, but they try in every way to 
make living conditions attractive to 
the more highly educated crafts- 
men. Military exemption, Govern- 
ment awards, the honors of various 
sccieties and educational orders, such 
as that of the Officers of Public 
Instruction, or even the Legion 
of Honor, are all utilized to keep 
“he skilled men they need in their 
ywn country. This action on the 
part of the nations in Europe makes. 
ic all the more important that Amer- 
ica should be awake to the difficul- 
ties of the present situation and to 
the very great need of art in in- 
dustry. 
One of the vital lessons which we 
may learn from Professor Richards's 
exhaustive work is the recurrent 
proof in his studies of the varied in- 
dustries that our more talented de- 
signers suffer and indeed are often 
starved, both intellectually and in a 
financial way, through the unre- 
stricted application of our competi- 
tive system of selection. The ac- 
tual cost of art in industry is,very 
slight when compared to the ultimate 
value of the object 
Nevertheless, there are a great many 
of our manufacturers who habitually 
heat down the industrial designer’s 
price and endeavor in every way to 
make him more and more subser- 
vient, trying to force him to accept 
less and less in the way of financial 
remuneration for his labors. This 
tendency of the competitive system 
is driving from industrial art many 
of the men of greater talent and is 
discouraging the rising generation 
from taking up the study of design.

facturers enter into sympathetic and 
understanding relations with the 
schools and contribute material as- 
sistance that will make possible the 
specialized instruction necessary to 
meet their particular, ‘ problems. 
More than this is necessary on the 
part of manufacturers. Research de- 
partments and. laboratories of ideas 
are needed where vital problems can 
be solved and where style makers 
for the future may be thoroughly 
equipped. In the textile trade, for 
instance, which is by far the largest 
single activity in New York City, we 
have today hardly anything that de- 
perves consideration as research 
work. The textile trade of the met- 
ropolitan district is twice as large 
as the united iron trades and five 
times as large as the wood-working 
industries, but until very recently 
New York had no textile school. The 
present’ textile school is housed in 
an inadequate and sadly . old-fash- 
joned building. While largely in- 
stigated by certain farsighted men 
in the Upholstery Association, this 
institution has been practically pre- 
empted by the garment trade, in 
which immediate financial results 
can be obtained. 

This prevailing desire for imme- 
diate ‘financial profft, which is all 
through the country, as may be con- 
stantly noted in the present report, 
is of course one of the perils of 
democracy and threatens the future 
ef many of our finer industries and 
trades. The same spirit of immedi- 
ate profit encourages the unscrupu- 
lous distributer to exploit the na-

ment of public happiness through- 
out the Commonwealth. This policy 
is eminently short-sighted. 

Professor Richards points out that

Solving the Problems of a New Poland 


“POLAND REBORN. By Roy Deve- 
veux. With Illustrations and @ 
Map. 256 pp. New York: B. P. 
Dutton € Co. 

HE victory of the Allies gave 
Poland her freedom, but left 
her the task of rebuilding a 

; nation. To obtain some idea 
of the magnitude of this task and 
the manner in which it is being 
accomplished, Roy Deveréux, an 
English traveler and author, went to 
Poland, studied conditions there and 
interviewed men and women repre- 
senting the various parties or groups 
which are attempting to solve their 
country’s problems. The results of 
his. investigation are contained in 
his book, *' Poland Reborn."’ 

In his review of ‘‘ The Tragic 
Past’’ the author gives a_ brief 
summary of the wrongs which Po- 
land has suffered at the hands of 
Germany, Austria and Russia, of the 
successive partitioning of her terri- 
tory and the deliberate attempts to 
destroy the spirit of the nation by 
forbidding the use of the Polish 
* language in the courts, the schools 
and even in the homes. While these 
measures never accomplishd their 
purpose of obliterating the Polish 
national feeling, they did succeed to 
some extent in alienating Russian, 
Austrian and German Poland from 
each other and in making it difficult 
for them to act in harmony when 
‘they became reunited. Also, because 
the Poles had not been permitted to 
take part in the government of their 
country while under alien rule, they 
were left without trained leaders for 
the work which now confronts them. 

But not all of Poland’s troubles 
are to be attributed to her ancient 
enemies. The boundaries set by the 
Peace Conference for the reborn 

State caused much dissatisfaction. 
The loudest protests were called 

forth by the failure to include Dan- 
zig, which had been Poland’s only 
seaport in the days.before its dis- 

’ memberment. The Poles fear that 





the economic future of their country 


will be severely hampered by the 
lack of an outlet to the sea. It is 
true that Danzig is to be a free city 
and that Polish vessels will be. en- 
titled to the same privileges in the 
port as those of the city itself, but 
in the interpretation of these regu- 
lations there is room for much mis- 
understanding and friction. 

Upper Silesia, too, was a bone of 
contention. The Poles bitterly re- 
sented the British attitude of oppo- 
sition to Poland’s claim for this val- 
uable territory. A plebiscite of the 
inhabitants was taken in order to 
determine their wishes in the mat- 
ter, .but owing to the refusal of 
Great Britain to increase the num- 
ber of allied troops in the area, the 
German police were in charge, mak- 
ing it absolutely certain that the re- 
sult would be favorable to Germany. 
Mr. Devereux feels that the British 
attitude in this and other boundary 
disputes was due to ignorance of the 
true conditions in Poland. Allow- 
ances must be made, too, for the 
inevitable conflict of interests in 
border territories where there is a 
mfxed ‘population. 

In the management of her internal 
affairs, Poland finds herself blessed 
with too many political parties. In 
the Diet, which has 415 members, 
there are no less than twelve differ- 
ent. groups, besides a few indepen- 
dents. The largest of these groups 
has eighty-four members and the 
smaliest eleven. As no party can 
control a working majority, every- 
thing that is done is the result of 
compromise. It is hoped that in 
time some of these parties will com- 
bine and make it possible to secure 
constructive legislation without un- 
due friction. That this will be the 
outcome seems extremely probable, 
as the lines of demarkation between 
the parties are in many cases very 
faint. There are, for exafnple, four 
Socialist parties in the Diet. 
shal Pilsudski, Chief of the State, 
is a member of one of these. 


conferred upon every citizen who 
has reached the age of 20. Fifty- 
two per cent. of the electors are 
women. Seven women sit as mem- 
bers of the Diet. In some of the 
universities there are more women 
students than men. The military 
record of the Women’s Legions or- 
ganized at Lwow and at_ Vilna 
showed that the Polish woman was 
willing and able to do a soldier's 
duty. 

‘* It was the women of Poland,”’ 
says-the author, “who at the risk 
of danger and death handed on the 
torch of their passionate. patriotism 
from generation to generation: 
When to utter a word of Polish was 
accounted a crime, it was they who 
taught their children to whisper 
their prayers in the tongue of their 
forefathers. Having. emerged un- 
daunted from the ordeal of servi- 
tude, they are all the more fitted to- 
day to make freedom fair.’’ 

Mr. Devereux touches upon the 
Jewish problem which is causing s0 
much trouble in Poland at the pres- 
ent time. He contends that. the 
antagonism which exists toward the 
Jew is the expression not so much 
of anti-Semitism as of anti-German- 
ism and anti-Russianism, for most 
of the Jews in Poland have come 
either from Germany or from 
Russia, and their sympathies are 
with those countries. Naturally, 
this does not endear them to the 
Poles, who have good reason to hate 
both Russia and Germany. The fact 
that many of these Russian and 
German Jews are spreading Bol- 
shevist propaganda is another rea- 
son why they are viewed with dis- 
favor.

** Politically speaking, the English 
and the Scotch seem to get on very 
well together, but what about the 
Irish? et you have been striving 
after unity for a hundred end twen- 
ty years. We have scarcely had as 
many weeks.’’ 

In his concluding chapter on ‘*Po- 
land and Europe,’’ Mr. Devereux 
argues that it should be the policy 
of Engiand and France to strength- 
en Poland’s position. By so doing, 
they would enable her not only to 
fulfill the destiny for which she {s/ and 
geographically and historically indi- 
cated, but to become an effective 
bar to the political and economic 
exploitation of Russia by Germany. 
He thinks that Poland should be in- 
cluded, virtually if not specifically in 
the Angio-French entente. 

“It may be objected,"’ he con- 
tinues, “ that this argument brings 
us back to the ancient theory of the 
balance of power. 
where is there any evidence of its 
abandonment? The only alternative 
to the balance of power is a United 
States of Europe, and of that con- 
federation there is not the faintest 
sign upon the horizon. It remains 
an ideal toward which the hopes of 
humanity tend, but whose chances 
of realization are too remote as yet 
to come within the sphere of prac- 
tical politics. To imagine that this 
vision will materialize within the 
lifetime of the present generation is 
merely to nurse another - illusion. 
Until a complete change of heart 
has taken place among the nations 
all.we can do is to reduce to a mini- 
mum the possibility of successful 
aggression, and to assist the League 
of Nations to become, through the 
education of public opinion, a pow-

says Miss Ticknor, she was quite un- 
like any other member of the 
Beecher family.

with these words scrawled at the 
bottom: 

** Dear Ticknor: He didn't come. 
{t was a great disappointment to the 
whole family.

Thereareseveral good laughs in the 
material about Eugene Field, whose 
first book, ‘* Culture’s Garland,”’ was 
published by the Ticknor firm. Field 
first asked Stedman, the poet, to 
write an introduction to the volume, 
but Stedman fancied it-was not quite 
dignified enough for such sanction, 

Field kept after him 
some time, and Miss Ticknor quotes 
several funny letters he wrote to 
Ticknor on the subject. In the end 
he got my father, Julian Hawthorne, 
to write it, and this was the begin- 
ning of a friendship between the two 
men that lasted till Field died, and 
extended to the whole family. Field 
got even with Stedman later, as Miss 
Ticknor explains. When Stedman 
was announced as coming to Chicago 
to lecture before the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Club, Field got busy two weeks 
before he was due, and began print- 
ing announcements of the. lecture 
and information about Stedman, and 
followed this by giving a schedule of 
the ceremonies incident to hisarrival, 
which filled Stedman with agony but 
which delighted the whole newspaper 
fraternity and the friends of both 
men. His deseription of the forma- 
tion of the parade which was to 
meet Stedman at the railway station 
is as funny today as ft was all those 
years ago, but you must go to Miss 
Ticknor'’s book for it. I have been 
inveigied into exceeding reasonable 
space as I have turned the Pages of 
her book and quoted from them,’ and 
must stop here.

mics, if only to awoid the facile dan- 
ger of underestimating them.

ica’s leading clergymen, he passed 
his childhood under the mystical 
stars of the dreaming East and his 
riper years in a Western land, whose 
inhabitants, fiercely and dynamically 
active in material pursuits, are in- 
hibited by every innate tendency of 
racial inheritance from lapsing into 
the Orient’s immaterial broodings of 
the spirit. The Oriental in Mr, Rih- 
bany has no more been transmuted 
by the influence of this new civiliza- 
tion than the land of his birth has 
been affected in its enigmatic mys- 
tery by the successive alien civiliza- 
tions that have lived there for a 
space and vanished. Mr. Rihbany 
throughout his thoughtful and ilium- 
inating study betrays his incorrigible 
trend of Oriental mysticism, though 
it cannot be dened that much of 
what he says is based on indispu- 
table fact. Unlike the entrenched 
Oriental who has never lived abroad, 
however, this Syrio-American knows 
and understands the mechanism of 
Western civilization, which he so 
penetratingly compares with that of 
the East, almost wholly, be it said, 
to the latter’s advantage. 

This book represents a powerful 
onslaught. on the whole civilization 
of the West. It also represents an 
equally powerful attack upon the 
West's co . Political and re- 
ligious policy in the East, and adds 
the emphatic corollary that the East 
repudiates alike that civilization and 
that policy, and that it demands and 
is bound to obtain its liberty of ac- 
tion. The rest, for Mr. Rihbany, 
lies wholly in the mystical—I would 
almost say visionary—idea of a met- 
aphysical fusion, a grand synthesis, 
between the ‘‘ wise men "” of the 
East and West, in which these twain 
shall meet in a mutually contribu- 
tory and fruitful union—the West to 
gain the spiritual insight of the East, 
the East to be awakened from its 
Buddha-like life of esoteric contem- 
plation to a more practical contem- 
plation of material progress. 

Mr. Rihbany has no doubt of the 
imminence of the coming cataclysm: 

The dull but ominous rumbling

altar, his face upturned to the di- 
vine spirit hovering compassion- 
ately over the heights and depths of 
life. Mr: Rihbany believes the 
East is far superior in spiritual in- 
sight. to the West, which is still 
2,000 years behind Christ’s teach- 
ing; devoid. of love, blind to for- 
giveness and spiritual progress, 
rich but discontented, proud in- 
ventor of magnificent machines, 
but always crushed by incessant 
labor; boastful of a democracy 
which is but a simulacrum, ua- 
quickened by the spirit of frater- 


nity and co-operation for progress in - 


all that makes life true, good and 
beautiful. 

From the East, it follows logically 
for Mr. Rihbany, must come the 
remedy for the corroding disease of 
Western civilization; from the East, 
which has given the world not its 
only leaders, but its chief leaders in 
this field of vision. He writes: 

Up from undated time they come; 
out of the soul of that mystical 
Asia which now looks to the West, 
not for the iron rod of the con- 
queror, but for the helping hand of 

the grateful friend. 


Mr. Rihbany draws an idyllic pic- 
ture of the charm of the old era, 
still alive in the East, where work is 
joy; where millions of husbandmen, 
untouched by progress, till the soil 
with ancient implements and gaze up 
at those ‘‘ mystic’’ Eastern stars 
and lose themselves in dreams and 
visions; where the artisan revels in 
the joy of producing a beautiful 
thing; where the landowner leads a 
patriarchal life of leisurely dignity 
and good works amid many religious 
holidays; where spiritual life.jis. the 
summum bonum and the goal of ex- 
istence. 

Over and over again this Western- 
ized Oriental mystic affirms the 
West's lack of spirituality. We have 
built up the forms and lost sight of 
the spirit; “we have erected a God of 
Industry instead of a god of the 
fields and open spaces. The corollary 
is plain: Religion and machinery 
must be wed if Western civilization 
is to endure. The Old World must 
be renewed and invigorated, but the 
colorful poetic quality of Oriental 
life must not be destroyed. Yet the 
West cannot fundamentally change 
the Oriental soul without such de- 
struction, and this the imperial colo- 
nizers_seem bent on doing. 

This brings Mr. Rihbany to the 
third part of his book, which deals 
with the points of contact between 
East and West in apcient and mod- 
ern times. He traces the various in- 
vasions of former ages. Alexander of 
Macedonia, Rome with a Roman 
body and a Greek head, the Cru- 
saders, all of whom left the East still 
mysterious and inscrutable; the mod- 
ern invasions, Dutch, English, 
French and Russian; merchants, ed- 
itors, missionaries, all leading ulti- 
mately to the alien occupation of 
India and Egypt (Mr. Rihbany might 
have added Wei-hai-Wei and Meso- 
potamia) by the British; of Cochin 
China. and Tonquin and Syria by 
France, of Manchuria by Russia,' and 
so forth. - 

To the French rule in Syria Mr. 
Rihbany devotes a special chapter. 
All Syria, he declares, is opposed to 
this’ French occupation. This. last 
part of his book, quite distinct in 
tone and character from the bulk of 
his work, is devoted to a narrative of 
the failure of the Eastern nations’ 
hopes at the Peace Conference at 
Paris; on this failure, he intimates, 
the present situation of revolt in the 
East is directly due. He reads a 

meaning into the spirit of 
the times, but does not fail to point 
out the tangible grounds for the 
East's rebellion. Much of the new 
spirit he ascribes to the teachings, 


” 
giories, he broods—Chinese, Hindu, 
Persian, Arab and Mosiem—over his 
wrongs; while the danger ever grows 
—the danger of the union of the 
yellow man, the brown man and the 
Asiatic white man throughout the 
East. Thus the black shadow of the 
West upon the East, Mr. Rihbany 
implies, is offset by an even blacker, 
more ominous shadow in Eastern 
skies—the shadow of racial hatred, 
harbinger of the coming storm. Will 
the West be warned in time and 
abandon its blind, unscrupulous pol- 
icy in the homelands of the mighty 
East? This is the query propounded 
and left in the reader’s mind by Mr.

THE CONQUEST OF THK NEW ZEA- 
LAND ALPS. By Samuel Turner. 
Ilustrated. London: T. Fisher 
Unwin, Lid. 21 shillings. 

ERE is a book of brave and 
joyous adventure and effort 
in the conquering of snow- 
clad mountain peaks. For 
hoth mountain climbers and 

lovers of strenuous adventure any- 
where it will have a strong appeal. 
And for those who are on the look- 
out for new playgrounds it will offer 
#n alluring challenge. The possi- 
bilities of New Zealand as a world’s 
playground began to be known some 
twenty years or more ago, about the 
time when forward-thinking people 
er two continents began talking 
whout those twin dots of land in the 
far South Pacific as the social ex- 
periment station of civilization. In 
‘social experiment the rest of the 
world—or large parts of it—have 
swiftly passed her by since then, and 
she can now be classed as safely 
eonservative those matters. But 
she still has her scenic: wonders, 
some of them weird and fascinating 
and some so lovely that for who- 
ever sees them their memory is an 
everlasting delight. 

New Zealand long ago recognized 
the commercial value of her scenic 
beauties and of her possibilities as 
a playground for the world—an ex- 
ample which the United States might 
well follow—and both endeavors to 
let the rest of the world know about 
them and also make easy the way 
of those who come to see, But it is 
a far journey for the rest of the 
world to her nearest port, which Kip- 
ling has described as ‘* last, lone- 
liest and loveliest.’’ of the cities of 
the British Empire, and the play- 
ground which she offers has not yet 
been crowded. And her alpine 
mountain range is even yet almost 
virgin ground, awaiting the lovers 
of mountain adventure and moun- 
tain climbing. Mr. Turner, an ex- 
perienced mountain climber, is en- 
thusiastic about these Southern Alps. 
He has done well to bring them to 
the attention of the rest of the world 
once more, for it is many years 
since any one was enough interested 
in their forbidding peaks to write a 
took about them. | 

The range extends down the 
western coast of the southern island 
of New Zealand, reaching in Mount 
Cook a height of over 12,000 feet. 
Well down from their summits 
they are covered with perpetual 
snow, great glaciers traverse their 
western declivities and pitch ice- 
bergs into the ocean, avalanches 
thunder down their slopes, and the 
adventurer meets with all the dan- 
gers and and difficulties of crevasses 
and storms and precipitous cliffs and 
ice-bridges and other features of 
Alpine climbing that he expects in 
the most rugged-of ranges 
anywhere. 

Mr. Turner is an_ enthusiastic 
mountain climber, whose love for that 
sport has been indulged in Switzer- 
land, where he has conquered some 
of the most difficult peaks; in South 
America, where he snatched time 
enough from a business trip to 
mount to a height on Aconcagua of 
20,500 feet; in Siberia, where for an 
entire Winter season he climbed and 
explored*the Altai Mountains; and 
in New Zealand, where for the last 
ten or a dozen years he has devoted 
two months each year to his climb- 
ing and exploring expeditions. With 
all of this knowledge and expe- 
cience behind him, he gives as his 
2onviction that “the skill of the 
New Zealand pioneers in the last 
ten years would gain success on any 
mountains in the world.”” And he 
adds that ‘‘ the world is just realiz- 
ing what very difficult and inac- 
cessible mountains there are in New 
Zealand and also the exceptional 
mountaineering skill and endurance 
a ¢limber of them must put forth 
to gain success.’ He has written 
two previous books narrating his ex- 
periences in various countries. 

Devoting the first six chapters to 
accounts of his activities during as 
many seasons, beginning with 1912, 
the author goes on to tell of his 
hazardous adventures in the climb- 
ing of Mount Cook, higt of the 
New Zealand Alps, alone, . . of his 
expeditions in recent years. Per- 
haps the most outstanding of all his 
exploits is the account of his ef- 
forts (which were continued through

several years before success crowned 
them) in climbing Mount Cook. 

He had previously climbed to the 
topmost of each of the three peaks 
of this mountain, in company with 
guides, and he explained that this 
king of the Southern Alps is thus 
ascended almost every season. But 
his ascent was the first time in all 
its history that Mount Cook had been 
climbed by one person alone, and the 
first time its forbidding rock and ice 
cap had béen conquered by an ama- 
teur without the help of professional 
guides. Apparently, something of 
that same dubiety which attaches to 
the fish-catching stories of ione an- 
glers has begun to clodd the tales of 
lone mountain climbers also. For Mr. 
Turner prints the affidayit of two 
watchers of his climb, who from a 
hut which commanded the summit 
saw him plant the Union Jack on 
the ice cap. The author says that 
the difficulties of climbing Mount 
Cook have -frequently been under- 
estimated because the ascent has sev- 
eral times been made by women, but 
that it was made easy for them by 
guides and porters. 

With his years of experience in the 
climbing and exploration of moun- 
tains in Siberia, Switserland and 
South America to furnish his stand- 
ard, he says that Mount Cook is ‘‘ a 
very big mountain ’’; he does not 
minimize the dangers and difficul- 
ties with which it obstructs the am- 
bitions of those who endeavor to con- 
quer it. Among its worst perils he 
counts the danger from the showers 
of falling rocks, from which on all 
his climbs of this mountain he had 
frequently to seek quick shelter, if 
there was any. He counts it mere 
good luck that he was not brained 
by the death-dealing missiles which 
the mountain hurled down around 
him when he could not find shelt 


‘sun, all had their share in holding 
him back. And he thus cxplains 
why he persisted until_finally he suc- 
ceeded: 

If you can understand, the satis- 
fying feeling of the conquest of 
Mount Cook or any other formid- 
able geological cle on 
globe when a man accomplishes it 
alone, as compared with the con- 
quest with the aid of companions; 
you will say the intensification of * 
life far outweighs the personal 

.. Twenty-four years’ mountain 
exploration and climbing have 
made me exhaust nearly all the 
pleasures of the climbing craft ex- 
cept solitary climbing. The virgin 
peaks, climbed by me alone, and 
many other solitary climbs are the 
outstanding features of all kinds of 
ascents of various degrees of dif- 
figulty during my climbing career. 
There is an interesting bit of psy- 

thological revelation in his account 
of planting the flag in the snow on 
the summit. 

Standing up and stamping the 
snow around it [he says}, I felt 
by that act I had conquered Mount 
Cook alone; if the mountain had 
made me feel cautious and unable 
to move about freely, the proud 
feeling of conquest could not have 
survived. 

Because of his desire to take advan- 
tage of a propitious spell of weather 
he rushed up the lower slopes of the 
mountain, and on this final success- 
ful effort was seventy hours without 
sleep. The day on which he climbed 
from the last hut to the summit and 
back he was twenty-six hours, from 
midnight until 2 o'clock the next 
morning, on the way, with less than 
two hours’ rest, chiefly for food and 
drink, during the whole of the time. 
“*I cannot remember,’’ he says, 
** being out of breath once during 
the whole journey."' More than 
half of this time he was climbing or 





His determination to make the as- 
cent alone was steadily opposed by 
the guides, the Government officials 
in charge of the region and his fel- 
low-sojourners on all the nine at- 
tempts that he made, because all of 
them considered it a dangerdus, even 
foolhardy, experiment and were con- 
vinced that he would pay for it with 
life or -desperate Injury. But for 
six years he kept at it, making at- 
tempt after attempt, sometimes get- 
ting within two or three hundred 
feet of the summit, sometimes hav- 
ing to desist lower down. For Mount 
Cook is as temperamental as an 
opera star and the moods of both 
weather and mountain must combine 
in graciousness before it can be 
sealed. Rains, fogs, snowstorms, 
howling gales, the melting and giv- 
ing way of ice under the hot Summer 


ding by the light of a lan- 
tern, chipping steps, where neces- 
sary, with his ice-axe in one hand 
and his lantern in ‘the other. When 
he descended, a hot, sunny day had 
melted the steps he had cut in the 
morning and the ice had refrozen 
after the sun went down. His com- 
ment is: 

It was a thoughtful moment 
crossing the long, narrow snow- 
bridge under the Silberhorn, and 
soon after a huge sérac (block of 
glacier ice) toppled over and down 
the narrow gully down which I 
had to go; and to get into this 
gully broken ice bridges had to be 
negotiated. One can get used to 
most things, even séracs falling 
dangerously near, so long as one 
is not struck. 

And through all this, as well as 
many other ‘‘ thoughtful moments,"’

was broken and every now and then 
came off, to light the way. 

Mr. Turner devotes a chapter to 
the distinguishing features of Mount 
Cook.as a mountain. attractive to 
climbers and to the story of the com- 
paratively few ascents. During the 
almost thirty years from 1894, when 
it was first climbed, to 1921 only 
twenty-three ascents were made. 
However, there have been many, 
among them a number of members 
of the English Alpine Club, who, in 
the words of the author, ‘‘ have 
come, seen and been conquered by 
Mount Cook.’’ No one succeeded in 
reaching the top in the two years 
following Mr. Turner’s lone ascent, 
and he was the only one to stand on 
its summit that year. He thinks 
that the bad weather conditions 
which prevail much of the time make 
the New Zealand Alps much more 
formidable than the same mountains

HE unprecedented growth of

out of European settlements 

planted on the Atlantic Coast 

three centuries ago, has not 
provoked among thinking Americans 
a sense of unmixed gratification. We 
are no longer self-satisfied and 
wholly confident_of our future great- 
ness. Moreover, that assertive, 
boastful type of American, the type 
which Dickens, Matthew Arnold and 
many other visitors deplored in the 
middle years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, seems to have vanished over- 
night from our large cities, or at 
least become strangely taciturn. We 
are more interested nowadays in an 
objective examination of our insti- 
tutions and national capabilities, un- 
obscured by the flag-waving patriot- 
ism which is frequently enough sim- 
ply an inverted manifestation of in- 
dividual egotism. In “ America’s 
Race Heritage’’ the author has 
made a careful analysis of the ra- 
cial stocks which have contributed 
to our growth. He denies that we are 
yet, broadly speaking, a mixed peo- 
ple, for the reason that nearly four- 
fifths of our population is still pure 
Nordic. The threat against our in- 
stitutions and our culture comes 
from the remaining fraction, for 
whose presence we have to blame 





our unwise immigration laws and 





the cupidity of Europeans and Amer- 
icans who fostered the African slave 
trade in bygone times. 

For generations the negro prob- 
lem has been discussed with all the 
passionate intensity of a great moral 
issue. Our bloodiest war was fought 
to settle this issue, but of course it 
was no more settled in 1863 than it 
is today. The negro is still the 
South’s greatest problem, and we of 
the North are beginning to realize 
it is far from a local one. Race’riots 
in Northern cities no longer surprise 
us. As the deep-rooted racial antip- 
athy that exist« between the Nordic 
and Negrc.. .:ements of our popula- 
tion is fortunately strong enough 
to prevent the interbreeding of 
blacks and whites and the gradual 
fusing of the two races (resulting in 
@ mongrelized people), we must re- 
gretfully anticipate even more dis- 
setision as the blacks increase and 
force their white competitors from 
new fields. 

. Until the World War proved that 
America could, within a few. months, 
transport over two millions of her 
population overseas, the often sug- 
gested solution of sending the ne- 
groes back to. Africa was deemed by 


many too gigantic a task to be se-| 


riously considered; Although we 
now grant its feasibility, Mr. Burr 
believes for economic reasons it will 
never be attempted.

would be in Switzerland. Of them 
he writes: 

Compared with the Swiss Alps 
the mountains of the Mount Cook 
district are very much alive and 
the climber will see a good many 
more avalanches and be in wilder 
parts of the mountain world than 
in the Swiss Alps. 

Good sport in the way of mountain 
climbing and exploration which the 
author found: among some of the 
other high peaks of the New Zea- 
land Alps has given him material 
for several chapters. Mount Tutoko, 
to which he made the first serious 
exploring- expedition, correcting pre- 
vious data concerning it, afforded 
him several hazardous journeys, in 
the course of which he reached the 
summit of its 9,600 feet.

Mount Aspir- 
ing, Mount Sefton, Mount Johnston, 
Mount Sealy are among other peaks 
whose climbing he describes. 

It is evident that Mr. Turner is 
deeply fascinated by the sport of 
mountain climbing. His book is 
almost wholly devoted to detailed de- 
scriptions of just what he did in pre- 
paring for and making each ascent. 
Now and then he mentions the View 
from some summit, or the pleasure 
he gets from seeing the wilderness 
of ice and snow. But he rarely at- 
tempts description of greater length 
than a sentence or two of any of 
these majestic beauties. Neverthe- 
less, he is not insensible to their ap- 
peal, for to see them is one of the 
reasons, he says, for his climbing. 
Nor does he appear to be interested 
in. forms of animal life, or in trees 
or plants. Once he mentions seeing 
some deer on the lower slopes of a 
mountain, and he speaks casuuily of

HERE is something dreamlike 
,and fantastic in the spirit of 
Chinese literature. There is 
something fragilé and exotic, 
something vaguely wistful, as the 
music. of far-off violins, delicate 
at times as the. water lily, grotesque 
at other times as the dragon of 

China. An untrammeled imagina- 

tion, guided as often as not by ‘the 

hand of the poet, appears to govern 
the Chinese writer; he is most at 
home when furthest. from reality, 


when riding the backs of .clouds, . 


when entering rainbow-hued Ely- 
siums,. when. meditating on life or on 
destiny, when: espousing flower 
nymphs or conversing with the im- 
mortals. és 
Such, at least, is the impression 
one derives from: the. two* volumes 
under review, which inolude some 


,- ot the most celebrated poems and 


stories of China. Although one book 


| is in verse and the other In prose, 


the distinction is really an arbitrary 
one, for the spirit of poetry breathes 
equally through them both, the spirit 
of clouds and of mountain~streams, 
of giants and fairies and butter- 
flies and goblins and birds. If any- 
thing, the book of..poems eontains 
less of the strange and alien ele- 
ment than does the book of stories; 
it resembles more closely the work of 
Occidental writers both In spirit and 
in manner; and, perhaps because 
we have come to regard beauty and 
a fantastic imagination as native to 
poetry rather than ta prose, it is 
the book of. stories that has the 
greatest surprises.to offer. , 

None the less, there is much that 
is striking about the translation of 
Li Po’s poetry. As the translator 
states in the preface: 


This is the first attempt ever 
made to any single 
Chinese poet exclusively in one 
book for the purpose of introdug- 
ing him to the English-speaking 
world. 


This fact appears remarkable when 
we remember how fruitful China has 
been in poetry; when we recall that 
the-‘* Anthology of the Tang Dy- 
nasty,” compiled im the eighteenth 
century by order of a Manchu Em- 
peror, “consists of nine hundred 
books and contains more than forty- 
eight thousand nine hundred poems 
by no less than two thousand three 
hundred poets.” And when we are 
told that, of all this stupendous gal- 
axy of songsters, Li Po its the ac- 
knowledged leader: when we learn 
that for the last thousand years he 
has been the best-known poet in the 
Orient, it appears more than extra- 
ordinary that we have had to wait 
until this late date for his introduc- 
tion into the Western world.’ 
e Upon reading Mr. Obata’s ren- 
dition of Li Po, however, one he- 
comes convinced that what the laiter 
needs above all is a trans!ator such 
as Omar Khayyam found in Fitz- 
Gerald. The translation of poetry, at 
best, is likely to prove an unsatis- 
factory affair, for poetry depends 
too often upon beauty that is un- 
translatable, upon how a thing is 
said rather than upon what is said; 
and once the gossamer fabrics of the 
original have been brushed away, 
there is frequently little that is worth, 
preserving. And so. it is with much 
of the work of Li Po.. Many of the 
as given to us, would merit 
and receive but little consideration 
were they the original product of an 
American; yet beneath their com- 
monplaces one can distinguish the 
gleams of a cloudy beauty that ap- 
pears to have graced the original. 
To a certain extent, perhaps, the 
fault is that the translations are in 
vers libre rather than in formal 
poetry; one canfiot. but feel that the 
effect of rhyme and of a. regular 
rhythm would be to give the poems 
a music and an impressiveness they 
now lack; and one cannot suppress 
a suspicion that Li Po has been mal- 
treated much as, let us. say, Shelley 
might be were his “Cloud ”’ or hi: 


“* Skylark” to be transiated into 
Chinese free verse. veaeet

the translation is not interesting and 
valuable, nor that the translator has 
not done a commendable piece of

T is probably safe to call George 
Saintsbury the dean of English 
literary historians and _ critics. 
His active career in this field 
was begun more than thirty 

years ago, during which time, as he 
says in the preface to ‘* The Scrap 
Book,” he has “ written nearly or 
quite half that number of volumes.” 
The present little book, he is in- 
clined to believe, will be his last, al- 
thotigh he reserves the right to sub- 
sequent ‘‘ farewells '’ should he be 
so inclined. 

It is difficult to estimate the size 
of Saintsbury’s reading public in 
this country. Outside college circles 
it probably has not been very large— 
not so large, say, as Matthew Ar- 
nold’s. But within the colleges it has 
been (and still is) enormous. It 
would be futile to estimate the num- 
bers of undergraduates in American 
colleges who. owe their having 
‘* passed ” in English literature to 
the help rendered them by George 
Saintsbury. Unlike Arnold, Pater, 
Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch and other 
critics with similiar brilliancies of 
style, Saintsbury provided no lus- 
trous passages, no sparkling epi- 
grams, which the student could 
**cram "’ and flash—generally with 
superb irrelevancy—across the page 
of his examination book. But Saints- 
bury was always sound. And the 
synonym for his name was thorough- 
ness. If a student could-only get 
enough of one of Saintsbury’s his- 
tories into hie head in those frenzied 
hours before the final test, it did not 
matter that he had never taken a 
note in the classroom, he could be 
certain of at least a passing grade. 

Needless to say, Saintsbury is one 


vivor of that vigorous literary breed 
which, like it or not, stamped it- 
self indelibly on the traditions of 
English speaking peoples. Quoting 
on the title page from the Greek 
satirist Lucian, but substituting his 
own name, the author of ‘ The 
Scrap Book" states that (Saints- 
bury) “wrote this, knowing old 
things and vain.” But if most of 
the ‘‘ things” written of are vener- 
able, few of them are vain. 

For what he calls his sins of “ jo- 
cosity ’’. Saintsbury blames his Vic- 
torian ‘* clergy "—Gilbert and Cal- 
verley, Lewis Carroll and Traill. 
There is, however, little *‘ jocosity.” 
Would there were more! Wit there 
doubtless is, if one accept the cigh- 
teenth century definition of wit. 
Saintsbury is even less boisterous 
than Charlies Lamb, who, with Isaak 
Walton, would seem to have con- 
stituted Saintsbury’s “ clergy ” 
rather than the four named. One 
of the ‘‘ scraps”’ is anent ‘‘ Sau- 
sages,” and the indebtedness 
Lamb is clear. Saintsbury writes: 


It is one of the commonest tricks 
or blunders of the decriers of 
Toryism to assume that its pro- 
fessors always run down the pres- 
ent and cry up the past. Of 
course this ig not true. * * * 
There were probably never prettier 
girla, or kittens, or roses, than 
there are at present; I do not be- 
lieve that there ever were braver 
men than those who fought at 
Ypres or Zeebrugge. * * * But 
when you pass from the works of 
Ged to those of men the case is 2l- 
tered. * * * What has come to 
—I had almost said what has be- 
come of—sausages? € common 
or skin-provided kind is of course 
still common in the other sense; 
but, alas! it is even still more

Obviously, ‘‘ The Scrap Book’’ is 
not a volume to be read through 
at a singie sitting. Its flavor is as 
elusive as that of the ‘‘ Compleat 
Angler’'; it is to be read a frag- 
ment today, another fragment to- 
morrow, by the open fire (unless 
one lives in an apartment) and 
surrounded by books. In addition 
to the sausage vignette (a certain 
American manufacturer advertises 





his products with the pictured face 
of a little pig set in a frame) there 
are seventy-six other fragmentary 
essays or extended footnotes, as 
one elects to classify Saintsbury’s 
jottings. It must be admitted that 
some of the “‘scrap’’ (the author 
informs us that any one of the 
several meanings of this word will 
serve) is slag; and once or twice is 
a tenuous subject treated with such 
seriousness that Saintsbury gives the 
impression of an elephant entangled 
in a spider’s web. 

It would require a transcription 
of nearly the entire™table of con- 
tents to convey an idea of the range 
of subjects Saintsbury’s restless Vic- 
torian mind roves over. Now it is a 
discourse on ‘‘ Green Tea in Punch,"' 





Fallacies and Truths 


BOCIAL CHANGE: With Respect to 
Culture and Original Nature. By 
William Fielding Ogburn, Professor 
of Sociology at Barnard College. 
305 pp. New York: B. W. Hiebsch, 
Inc. 

CIENTISTS and pretenders in 
the fields of biology and psy- 
chology, in the last two or 
three years, have written a 
large number of sociological 

hooks full of dogmatic bunk. Not 
only pretenders and lay borrowers 
of scientific nomenclature, but scien- 
tists in name and in truth; for even 
scientists are sometimes guilty of 
tuking a few facts and suggestions 
frem laboratory and clinic in mak> 
ing use of them in a vary unacien- 
titie manner. 

One doesn’t mind a great deal 
when a man like H. L. Mencken, 
who. we are told on the jacket of 
his Third Series of ** Prejudices,’’ is 
now beginning te concern himself 
with ideas, announces with glee that 
47 per cent. of the white draft was 
feeble-mninded. Byt when Professor 
Conklin of Princeton, biologist, and 
?rofessor McDougall of Harvard, 
asychologist, accept with alarm the 
results of the army mental tests— 
those results were implicit in the 
way the tests were constructed—as 
# measure of the intelligence of the 
American people, there is some rea- 
son for disappointment. 

We have !earned erroneously from 

* entirely reputable scientists that the 

average mental age of Americans is 

14—an untruth that means absolute- 
ly nothing’ as so stated. We have 
heard a new doctrine of educational 
determinism—the doctrine that only 
a few of us are fit for education or 
can profit by it, because education 
cannot raise the level of intelligence 
determined by heredity. Something 
ean be said for it, but not much, for 
it usually runs to an {illogical and 
unscientific extreme. We have been 
told—oh, a whole lot—about “ ra- 
tionalization,’’ the mental process by 
which we convince ourselves of the 
validity of what our preconceptions, 
prejudices, self-interests and wishes 
lead us to believe; but our teachers 
of psychology seem given to ra- 
tionalization like the rest of us. One 
of them, who doesn’t like conserva- 
tives, says they are people who only 
think they think; and another, who} 





despises radicals and maybe fears 
them a little, informs us that all 
radicals are neurotics. We have 
been advised to let scientific special- 
ists do our thjuking for us, but our 
sociological thinking is not well done 
by scientific specialists who seize 
upon an idea and abuse it by throw- 
ing upon it the burden of overly 
broad generalizations and applica- 
tions. 

Why is it that so many scientists, 
when they get out of their own spe- 
cial field, whatever it may be, for- 
get to be scientific in their handling 
of data? Why such exaggerated em- 
phasis on some particular fact or 
factor, why such hasty conclusions 
and sweeping statements? These are 
big questions and their amswers 
need not be attempted here. Suffice 
it to say that, in attempting the de- 
scription and analysis of social phe- 
nomena, scientists too often leave be- 
hind them their supposedly habitual 
caution and retain only their habit of 
authoritative certitude. 

The data of modern biology and 
psychology are of enormous impor- 
tance to sociological study, but for 
sociological purposes are vest 
handied by trained sociologists. In 
‘* Social Change,” by Professor Og- 
burn of Barnard College, such data 
are utilized and considered through- 
out the whole of an interesting book. 
Professor Ogburn is a_ sociologist. 
He deals with material and his prob- 
lems in a thoroughly scientific man- 
ner, a manner marked by truly sci- 
entific conservatism. He does not 
explain anything in terms of only 
one aspect or one factor, and he does 
not propose complete and specific 
solutions for i luble probl 

In -Part I. of his book Professor 
Ogburn describes with admirable 
clarity the composition, first, of our 
social heritage (traditions, customs, 
laws, knowledge, arts, moral stand- 
ards, institutions and so on), and 
second, of our biological heritage (in- 
stincts, emotions, the various drives 
and mechanisms of human _be- 
havior). In Part II. he discusses so0- 
cial evolution and finds in con- 
clusion that 


the cultural change over the out 
two thousand years‘: has been 
extraordinarily great. Biological 
change over the last two thousand 
years must be exceedingly slight,

if it has occurred at all. There- 
fore there appears to be for this 
period no correlation between 
cultural changes and biological 
changes. Cultural evolution is 
thus not to be accounted for by 
bivlogical evolution. Indeed, since 
the last ice age it may be that 
the vast cultural growth has taken 
place without any significant bio- 
logical evolution in man. Once 
given a level of biological equip- 
ment, culture may. go on increas- 
ing at a rapid - rate without any 
The _ signifi- 
cance of the biological factor for 
the study of social evolution is 
thus somewhat more limited than 
is usually thought. 

While Part II. deals with cultural 
changes, Part III. discusses ‘‘ Cul- 
tural Inertia and Conservatism.’’ 
Parts IV. and V. are concerned with 
social conditions and problems of 
two classes: those due to unequal 
rates of change in the different parts 
of culture (for example, industrial- 
ism and education), and those due to 
lack of adjustment between human 
nature and man's culture or civiliza- 
tion. The author develops with a 
wealth of illustrative material the 
theory of ‘‘ cultural lag,’’ and re- 
marks: “ 

Few would maintain that child 
labor laws, compulsory education, 

vocational and industrial educa- 
tion, playgrounds and social in- 
surance, for instance, have been 
developed as promptly as they 
should. The material culture has 
gone forward, while the adaptive 
culture has lagged behind. 


But it is in the fifth and final sec- 
tion of the book, where Professor 
Ogburn deals with the clash and con- 
flict of our artificial, complex and 
strenuous civilization with a human 
nature and h t, that 
have remained relatively. unchanged 
throughout history, that he makes 
bis most valuable and welcome con- 
tribution to clear and sane think- 
ing on social progress and salva- 
tion. 

Instead of rushing into pessimism 
or panaceas, Professor Ogburn re- 
fuses to rush at all. He doubts if 
the maladjustment between civiliza- 
tion and human nature is really so 
great or so serious as has been 
maintained by many recent writers. 
It has frequently been asserted that 
biologically and psychologically we 














are not adapted to civilization be- 
cause of the comparatively short 
time that we have been living in 
civilization. If the adapting is all to 
be done from the biological side, 
says Professor Ogburn, then cer- 
tainly the two or three thousand 
years of civilization and the one 
hundred and fifty years of indus- 
trialism and urban growth are not 
long enough periods to make bio- 
logical adaptations, acquired charac- 
teristics probabiy not being inher- 
ited and mutations occurring seldom. 
But it does. not follow, he says, -that 
there is not adaptation on the cul- 
tural side. It does not follow that 
man-made civilization has hopeless- 
ly outdistanced man himself. The 
same instincts may function in very 
different cultures. We love irre- 
spective of the particular fashion of 
courtship. We find adventure ,in 
modern life as truly as it was found 
in the hunter's life. Monotony is 
by no means confined to the modern 
factory; unquestionably routine ex- 
isted in the primitive life of man. 
Professor Ogburn makes the point 
that although human nature may be 
stable over a great number of gen- 
erations, it is quite adaptable and 
flexible within a lifetime, and the 
further point that culture, by virtue 
of its rapid changes in recent years, 
displays considerable adaptability. 
He recognizes, however, that there 
does exist evidence of a lack of har- 
monious adjustment between modern 
culture and human nature, as seen 
particularly in the neroses and func- 
tional psychoses, and in certain so- 
cial problems. In the more acute 
cases of maladjustment the more 
Probable solution of the difficulty 
lies not in ‘attempts to change hu- 
man nature, but rather in attempts 
to change human culture; for the 
feason that in such acute instances 
further efforts at changing human 
mature result in a repression of in- 
Sstincts which has objectional conse- 
quences to individual and society. 
On the other hand, the nature of cul- 
tural growth and change, according 
to Professor Ogburn, shows that it 
is futile to plan any wholesale and 
powerful control of the course of so- 
cial evolution. Directing the change 
of culture is much more difficult 
than. is commonly conceived.

Saintsbury’s greatest contribution 
through this little book is, how- 
ever, his linking of the present with 
the past through his pictures—not 
more than thumb-nail sketches—of 
Andrew Lang, H. D. Traill, W. E. 
Henley and Austin Dobson—"‘ friends 
in life and comrades in letters." 
Robert Louis Stevenson also was 
among his intimates, but Saintsbury 
merely mentions Stevenson here and 
there, refraining from even the 
short biographies he has accorded 
the others. He says: 


Stevenson was a sort of Mar- 
turin-Borrow, with a better tem- 
Pperament and a higher sense of 
art than either; Henley was a 
minor Johnson, a little damaged 
in some parts; Traill, the strong- 
est of all, was a Swift who too 
often bound, if not blinded, him- 
self at the mill with slaves. But 
Lang was only and always Lang; 
even the Thackerayan touches 
in him kept their own and his 
own nature. 

Saintsbury devotes eleven pages 
to Austin Dobson, quite the longest 
chapter in the book, rising to his 
defense as a poet who was never 
justly appreciated. In Saintsbury’s 
opinion, British thinking was of too 
ponderous a sort to appraise with 
fairness the delicacy of Dobson’s 
verse. The _ poet’s fragile triolets 
Britons considered merely frivolities, 
the pretty aping of French trivial- 
ities. But the writer of ‘‘ The Scrap 
Boo! does not excoriate the dul- 
lard intellects of bis countrymen. 

Dobson did not aim at the sub- 
lime. He aimed at something for

But between the ex- 
cerpts, chosen with a discernment 
which rarely errs, are swift pas- 
sages, closely packed, scintillating, 
and usually of a finality which is 
uncontrovertible.

In this book anecdote and 
keen judgment elbow each other for 
a place, the author of ‘“ Jane 
Clegg ’’ and ‘‘ John Ferguson ’’—to 
mention only two of Ervine’s plays— 
numbers among his friends George 
William~ Russell (‘‘ A. E. ’’), Arnold 
Bennett, G. K. Chesterton, John 
Galsworthy, George Moore, Bernard 
Shaw, H. G. Wells and William But- 
ler Yeats (to say nothing of a score 
of lesser luminaries),.and when he is‘ 
not regaling the reader with intimate 
and delightful reminiscence he is dis- 
secting their work with a directness 
of mind which is the result of his 
own fruitful literary career. Thus 
the pages are productive of a double 
pleasure.

Monahan. even takes one back 
through the years to meet his first 
love. Yet there is a charming reti- 
cence about it all, and this reticence 
is a large part of the lure. And 
always, of course, humor, the inim- 
itable humor of the Irish. Mamie, 
the author’s first love, was 12, and 
he 16. She was “ the daughter of 
a large German mother and small 
German tailor.””

HEN the author of a novel has 
a secret which is not di- 
vuiged until the very last 
line of the last chapter it is not con- 
sidered clubby for the reviewer to 
give it away. But there are cases 
when such a course is justifiable, 
and this is one of them. The se- 
cret in this case is the meaning of 
the eryptic title, ‘‘ H. C. of A.” All 
through the book the reader finds 
himself wondering what it means. 
His attention is distracted from the 
story itself by his efforts to identify 
the initials with one or another of 
the cHaracters. It is not until the 
, very end that he learns that H. C. 
ot A. stands for ‘‘ His Coat of 
Arms.”’ 

Now that ‘the mystery is solved, 
let us go on with the story. It con- 
cerns one Dr. James Flint, happily 
married and thé father of two love- 
ly children. But his happiness is 
of brief duration. The first mis- 
fortune to fall upon him is the kid- 
napping of his daughter. Then his 

‘ father and mother are burned to 
death in their home, his son disap- 
pears, and his wife and her mother 
die of grief. Every effort to find 
the son and daughter fails, but as 
the author has kindly informed us 
that each of the children has a 
peculiar birth-mark on the shoulder, 
we know that they will turn up some 
time. And so they do, but not until 
many years later. In the meantime, 
Dr. Flint has become a missionary 
in the slums of New York, and is 
devoting his life to healing the 
bodies and souls of the poor tene- 
ment dwellers. 

It is while he is engaged in this 
work that the doctor meets his son 
and his daughter, but he does. not 
recognize them, although the reader 
does from the very first moment 
they appear on the scene. Dr. Flint 
is a very good man, but he is no 
Sherlock Holmes. Clues are utterly 
wasted on him, possibly because he 
is so absorbed in his missionary work 
that he has no time to consider them. 
Or else he is incredibly stupid, as, 
unfortunately, many very good men 
are. Be that as it may, it is neces- 
sary for the gypsy who stole his 
daughter to come back and make a 
complet fession before the doc- 
tor knows who is who.

HE first requisite of a good de- 
tective story is that the read- 
er shall be properly mystified. 
This may be done in a number of 
ways, the. easiest of which is for 
the author to hold back the most 
important clues until the time comes 





them, 


for solving the mystery. In “ Mc- 
Carty Incog,’’ Isabel Ostrander has 
chcsen the morc difficult way of 
placing all her cards on the table, 
face up. The detective has no more 
clues at his disposal than the reader 
has, and the manner in which he 
follows them up is explained step 
by step as the story unfolds. Yet 
in spite of all this, the mystery re- 
mains a mystery until the very end. 
Ex-Roundsman Timothy McCarty 
is no stranger to readers of Miss 
"s detective stories. He 
and his friend, Dennis Riordan, the 
fireman, have appeared in more than 
one of them as unofficial investi- 
gators of crimes which have puz- 
zled the regular police. In the pres- 
ent story these two are’ far from 
their usual haunts, spending a va-. 
cation at a fishing village on the 
south shore of Cape Cod. While 
they are there a woman is found 
murdered in a fisherman's deserted 
shack among the sand dunes, and 
circumstantial evidence’ points to 
McCarty as the murderer. By the 
time he has succeeded in establish- 
ing his own innocence, he haa be- 
come so interested in the case that 
he takes it upon himself to find 
the real slayer and him to 
justice. Without disclosing his for- 
mer connection with the New York 
Police Department, he persuades 
the Coroner and the lecal Canatablo 
to permit him to co-operate with 
taking advantage of their 
‘ong-standing feud with the County 
sheriff and their desire to beat the 
latter to a solution of the crime. 
McCarty is no Sherlock Holmes. 
He is just a policeman, but an un- 
usually intelligent one, i 
Observe and to draw ‘correct con- 
clusions from his observations. Luck 
plays its part, to be sure, in trac- 
ing the identity of the murdered 
woman and- thus establishing the 
motive for the crime, but luck alone 
would not have helped McCarty had 
he not already been on the right 
track. A fortunate coincidence re- 
veals quickly what could otherwise 
have been learned only by a long 
and tedious process of elimination. 
Suspicion points to several differ- 
ent persons, but not very definitely 
to any of them. It is quite possible 
that the astute reader-may make a 
correct guess at the identity of the 
murderer before.the story has pro- 
ceeded very far, but how and why 
the crime was committed are ques- 





tions which remain™ unanswered un-} 


tii the last chapter. Even the false 
clues which confuse the trail are 
perfectly natura! ones, such as might 
easily exist under the circumstances, 
and, while they cast suspicion upon 
persons who are innocent, they 
eventually help to fasten the crime 
upon the guilty one. ‘* McCarty 
Incog’’ is an ingenious and well- 
constructed mystery story and is 
sure to please the large class of 
readers who prefer that type of fic- 
tion to any other.

N his new mystery story Mr. 
Chipperfield has achieved an 
effect rather unusual in tales 

of crime and its detection. For he 
does not, after the usual method, 
reveal the solution of all the’ prob- 
lems and puzzles with a sudden loud 
bang and a great flash of light. 
Whoever wants ta find out who 
killed Joseph Benkard will have to 
read the whole of the novel with 
care, Skipping a page or a para- 
graph or two will make probable the 
losing of some of the necessary clues. 
And the reader who wants ta under- 
ctand the case will need every in- 
timation that develops in the course 
of the narrative. Even then when 
he reaches the end he will have to 
do some matching of clues and de- 
ducing of conclusions for himself. 
He may not finally be quite sure 
whom the murderer was, after ail, 
but if he has picked up all the bits of 
evidence he can have an extension 
of interest inthe story by doing 
some thinking about the case on his 
own account. Mr. Chipperfield does 
not believe in making plain for his 
readers every step of the process 
which puts the guilty person behind 
bars. Instead, nobody is trailed into 
the custody of the law, and an un- 
uaual but interesting vagueness sur- 
rounds the mystery to the very end. 
But Geoffrey Peters is quite satis- 
fied in his own mind as to who 
committed the murder, and he :s 
equally confident that nobody is go- 
ing to be disturbed about it unless 
the guilty person, who is some onc 
entirely above suspicion, wishes to 
confess.

have noted the centenary .of 
Matthew Arnold’s birth on 
Dec. 24 by articles diseus- 
sing the English critic and 
contemporary influence. Stanley T. 
Williams contributes to the January 
issue of the North American Re- 
view one of the more interesting arti- 
cles, “A Century of Matthew Ar- 
nold."’ Mr. Williams briefly out- 
lines the career of Arnold and re- 
calis that his poetry was received 
with silence and his prose with loud 
shrieks of amazement. The phrase 
“ Philistines "’ still lingers as a re- 
minder of those days when Arnold 
was upsetting his Victorian confréres 
with “ Culture and Anarchy."’ How- 
ever, as the years went on, Arnold's 
Poetry grew in popularity, and to- 
day it is more widely read than the 
prose, according to Mr. Williams. 
Hugh Walpole, referring to a group 
of contemporary English poets who 
“are most certainly influenced by 
Arnold,” mentions Squire, Freeman, 
Drinkwater, Shanks, Turner an 
Nichols. Mr. Williams writes:

London Book Talk 


LONDON, Dec. 28. 
T is easy to speak of the advent 
of a new essayist and to mean 
very little. But the words bear 
full significance when one hails 
** Vv," the author of a sheaf of 
twenty-seven essays and four poems 
entitled ‘‘ As You See It.” The ini- 
tial covers the personality of Mrs. 
J. L. Garvin, wife of the distin- 
guished editor of The London Ob- 
server, to which and other journals 
she has contributed some of these es- 
says and character sketches. They 
are divided into two sections, 
‘“‘ There " and ‘‘ Here,”” which words 
may be taken as indicating the north 
coast of France and England. The 
charm of these essays is in their 
womanly wit and observation. They 
are distilled from experience, and 
are written with a curious blend of 
vividness and reticence that is all 
felicitous. Some of * V’s" silver- 
point character sketches have almost 
a touch of allegory. ‘“ The Little 
Wind From the Sea” is writter 
round the faintly etched figure of one 
of those eager, nebulous and pa- 
thetically unachieving writers, one 
or two of whom one has met in one’s 
time. 

He is pictured as writing always in 
front of his open window, and as 
fast as he writes the wind sucks 
away his sheets and they vanish. He 
finishes nothing, not even his cigar- 
ettes or his glasses of wine, and even 
his face was something that ‘‘ God 
had never quite finished.” His first 
book, ‘‘ The Wootton Road,” was 
never finished. It was a road on

patches on the moor where they lit 
their fire for an hour.’* Next, ‘‘ The 
Evening Star,” a sort of plea for uni- 
versal twilight—’‘ a continual twi- 
light that does not give you sun- 
stroke or send you crazy "—blew 
away. So did “The Unfinished 
Symphony,” a book about “‘ all the 
women whom he had told he loved 
as he had never loved a woman be- 
fore.” It was to be his ‘* Song of 
Songs.” But the war came, and he 
began his last book in the trenches 
as a brave but unpromotable Second 
Lieutenant. Here there was no win- 
dow to take away his leaves. It was 
the author who was carried away by 
a bullet, and there, for the first time, 
he finished something. This sketch 
is very characteristic of ‘‘ V's” art: 
she is sympathetically interested in 
all who fail or half-fail in life. Her

I referred a little while ago to 
Wordsworth’s long hidden romance, 
his early connection in France with 
Annette Vallon, who bore him a 
daughter. It is nothing less than ex- 
traordinary that an episode of which 
the poet made no secret to his fam- 
ily and to one or two of his friends 
-should have been buried and forgot- 
ten until recent years. It survived 
as a tradition in the Coleridge family 
and was mentioned by the late 
Thomas Hutchinson, the tireless edi- 
tor and student of Wordsworth, 
Shelley and Lamb, to M. Emile Le- 
gouis, who was then at work on his 
* Early .Life of William Words- 
worth.’’ Legouis communicated what 
he had heard to Professor George 
Harper of Princeton University as a 
possible aid to him in preparing his 
great biography of the poet. 

All this time a valuable clue to the 
mystery was lying in the Depart- 
ment of Manuscripts at the British 
Museum. Professor Harper found it 
in some letters written by the poet's 
sister, the admirable Dorothy, to 
Mrs. Clarkson, wife of the slave 
liberator. She clearly mentioned a 
French lady, Mme. Vallon, and her 
daughter Caroline, whom she called 
her niece. In France Professor Har- 
per found a few other documents, 
including the birth and marriage cer- 
tificates of Caroline Wordsworth. In 
the end, and for the purposes of a 
second edition of his own work, M.

Legouis took up the inguiry on his 
own account, and was soon able to 
give the whole story in its broad 
outlines. This is now published in 
an English edition by Messrs. Dent 
under the title ‘* William Words- 
worth and Annette Vallon.’’ 

In many ways it is a most remark- 
able record, for it cuts across, in first 
seeming, the doctrine of retribution. 
M. Legouis, however, explains a 
great deal when he reminds us that 
although Wordsworth died as Poet 
Laureate so late as 1850, he was a 
Georgian by birth and all his forma- 
tive years had been pre-Victorian. 
The apparition of a natural child in 
a good famify did not produce any- 
thing like the shock which it did 
within living memory. Wordsworth's 
sister received the event as some- 
thing which called for help and sym- 
pathy. She became the true friend 
of Annette, who warmly returned 
her affection. But the main interest, 
and indeed importance, of M. Le- 
gouis’s book lies in its close study 
of the workings of the poet’s con- 
science, the gradual diminishment of 
his sense of obligation and the traces 
which this unforgettable episode has 
left on his poetry alike positively and 
negatively. M. Legouis says: 

What is extraordinary in the ad- 
venture is not so much the ardent 
passion of its initial stages as its 
gradual conversion into a friend- 
ship which later takes the form of 
a somewhat distant family tie, a 
calm and vague connection which 
was not only accepted by the poet 
himself, but imposed by him upon 
his inner family circle. What gives 
to this liaison its particular aspect 
is the part played by the pure and 
kind Dorothy, whose gentle heart 
sympathized from the beginning 
with the foreigner loved by her 
brother and was drawn toward 
theiy child, Dorothy, who little by 
little became, in the place of Wil- 
liam, the habitual correspondent

nimity of the legitimate wife, not 
ignorant of the past, but giving 
her sanction to it, and, without 
trace of retrospective jealousy, of 
the slightest bitterness, going to~- 
visit the woman who gave her 
husband his first child. 
Undoubtedly this moral adventure 
of his youth permanently deepened 
Wordsworth’s consciousness of life 
and left its mark on his poetry. But 
it probably accounts, as M, Legouis 
siggests, for the somewhat cold and 
featureless front which he turned to 
the world. ‘‘ The reality was richer, 
more complex and humane than the 
simplification of his experiences 
given us by Wordsworth.” The 
book, published by Messrs. Dent, 
has for frontispiece a portrait of An- 
hnette Vallon for which unfortunately 
there is not absolute authority.

Roland Rohifs, Sept. 18, 1919, 9,645 
meters (31,646 feet); Major Schroe- 
der, Feb. 27, 1920, 9,915 meters

and Coldest Places in the World,”

“belongs to” one, from the objective 
int of view of an almost (but not 
‘quite) stranger! 
Bevery time I return to America I 


‘triumph in being American, or with 
the faintest regret at having ever 
learned to be a cosmopolitan! 

Within the first twenty-four hours 

‘of landing in New York, following 
“om the pleasantness of the “at 
Rome *’ feelirig which greets one on 
the way up from the docks, I find 
myself, gleefully, being enveloped 
anew in the consciousness of a little 
“list of native prides—for whose con- 
tinued existence I had been growing 
anxious, the more resolutely I had 
boasted of them abroad. 

They are: 

As a feminist—the infinite superi- 
ority of the American woman, at her 
best, over other womankind. 

As a progressive—that spirit of _- 
bition and deter tion to 
which is the American’s birthright, 
precious heritage—and curse! 

As a stranger in my own land—the 
warm and genial hospitality for 
which our country is justly famed. 

And as a New Yorker—the traffic 
regulations of this city and the scen- 
ery (you can’t describe it as any- 

thing else) in the canyon called 

~ Broadway from somewhere near the 
Weolworth Building south, or cross- 
ing the Fifty-ninth Street Bridge 
after dark. 

The first of these (the superiority 

~ ot the American woman) greets one 
on the very first walk down Fifth 
Avenue after rearrival, and is par- 
ticularly refreshing if one has been 
reading any of the things which 
‘voluble and (strangely énough!) 
mostly foreign members of the male 
sex, or of no particular sex, like Mrs. 
Asquith, have had to say to the dis- 
credit of the American girl at special 
rates in American magazines or by 
way of self-advertisement in “ inter- 
views” in their native press. 

The legend as to her chic, her per- 
sonal appearance, is confirmed long 
before one can even start psycho- 

_ analyzing her to find out if She, the 
real She, inside, is still as humanly 
admirable, too. 

At the risk of seeming to attach 





“teo much importance to the out- 


ward signs (and negiecting alto- 
gether the obviousness of the more 
Well-to-do, under the same test), I 
~ must confess that to my mind there 
>is something very laudable in the 
nation whose working girls—shop- 


ghiftless-looking girls and 
women, no doubt excellent charac- 
ters, too, most of them, come pour- 
ing out at closing time, you -would 
begin to realize the advantage with 
which the young American gener- 
ations,-which have not been moth-. 
ered by such as these, start,off ix 
life. j 

Do the same thing in Paris. The 
French working woman will have the 
personal neatness, something of the 
self-respect of the American, but for 
the most part she will be quite un- 
mistakably what she is! It isn’t 
so easy to classify Miss U. 8S. A. 
Some day she may be called upon 
to be something so much better and 
she will not fail to supply the de- 
mand. 

It is something of a duty for 
every one to make the best of them- 
selves, and, if possible, more than 
the best of themselves, in every way. 
I have no great faith that people 
are making the best of their mental 
possibilities when they obviously 
neglect their physical—any more 
than I believe that people with ex- 
aggerated physical vanity are likely 
to be making anything of their 
mental selves. It is into the latter 
mistake that the American girl most 
frequently falls—when she does fall— 
and when, to parody Oliver Gold- 
smith’s ‘‘ Retaliation ’’: 

* © © Like an ill-judging beauty her 

colors she spreads, oa 
bespattered with rouge her own 
natural red. * * * 

But. I think that the importance 

of these “ pomps and vanities *’—like 
the numbers of the frivolous, care- 
less, butterfly women (who do exist, 
no less and no more here than in 
any part. of the inhabited globe, dur- 
ing any century since the thousands 
B. C.) and like the virulence of the 
modern (but not solely American) 
disease of post-war flapperitis—is 
grossly exaggerated. I seem to hear 
young Caveman husband murmur- 
ing much the same complaints to old 
Caveman father-in-law, and rehash- 
ing them up in later years to now 
old Cavewoman wife, about your 
Cavewoman daughter and the mod- 
ern life! : 
— It seems to me that there are many 
nations in the Old World—and-many 
centuries in the past—wno might 
well envy us the clear-eyed, clean- 
limbed American girl, with — her 
straight back and. good opinion of 
herself; with her sane knowledge of 
facts, her intelligence and her sense 
of humor; with the independence 
which makes her so dependable in 
case of need; who has not yet quite 
left out of her composition either 
the feminine desire to please or the 
feminine knack of doing so. 

The second quality is 
It is as though the air ‘of America 
breathed into us self-respect! One 
can’t help feeling proud of a nation 
—proud of belonging to a nation 
which has been born doing that. In 


|spite of being interlarded with un- 
desirable 


elements, of being so young 
as to be almost without traditions, 
these Unitefl States produce men 
and women who are always striving 
to better themselves; to start their 





+ | children off at the best point they 


have reached, that they may go on 
from ‘there; to whom. failure is an 
enduring crime. 

I don’t say that it Is altogether a 
comfortable national spirit—even -at- 
mospherically. It isn’t. It is un- 
deniably more comfortable In Eng- 
land, for instance, where the ambi- 
tion of a servant (perceptibly less, 
it must-be admitted, since the war) 
is to be a good seryant, and where 
he, she or it knows perfectly well 
that he, she or it is. positively not 
nearly as good as you are! 

Ambition and’ progress are not 
happy, soothing qualities, but force- 
ful, driving ones. ‘They are part of 
that phrase, ‘‘ getting things done,” 
which, or pok: literally 
hovers over our America. 

The English social system, of 
which the servant illustration is only 
ene example, is rather a happy one. 
Nothing about it compels one’s ad- 
miration in quite the same way as 
the American spirit compels it; nor 
would one feel any particular pride 
in being fellow-countrymen of its 
uhderlings; but one can’t help occa- 
sionally envying. them their content- 
ment, because it is the way to get a 
great deal out of life. 

Not in so many words, but tacitly, 
America has acknowledged that 
demiocracy does not mean that: all 
men are equal (which they obviously 
are not), but that the word stands 
for the offering to all of the oppor- 
tunity to struggle equally. Her aris- 
tocracy is simply one of achievement, 
instead of birth, and along that road 
she, the pioneer, is no longer trav- 
eling alone. Conservative England, 
with her mushroom peerage; the 
medieval glory that is Italy, with 
her Mussolini; even “* Holy Russia,”’ 
with hopes of what may succeed her 
passing through the Bolshevist cru- 
cible—they are following. But it was 
America who first bestowed that 
birthright on her children. 

Perhaps its attendant danger is a 
little on the increase from year to 
year. It is a reaction which it might 
be natural to expect from the caste- 
bound foreigner -hefore whom the 
liberty of endless opportunity opens 
up forthe first time, but which 
is an unnecessary insistence from 
the born American. It is a fail- 
ure to distinguish between (ad- 
mirably and quietly) being better 
than one’s job—from which one will 
Inevitably .pass on higher, and 
QGoudly,. with more than a hint of 
snobbery) being “‘ above it*’ . . 
a thing which always makes pay 
personally, feel quite sure that the 
superior one has reached his final

level, and is quite possibly beyond |, 


his right one already! Yet I sup- 
pose it is harder to be classed as a 
nonentity because one has failed >to 
“make one’s self anything else than it 


is to be so classed by an accident of |. 


birth, which one can spend delight- 
ful, socialistic hours reviling! 

- However, the greater number of 
Americans, when they want to spend 
hours delightfully, as apart from 
their daily toil, can easily do so. 
Social ‘intercourse is free and pleas- 
ure-giving because it is not hide-

progressive country -of ours is al- |} 


most the only one (now that the old 
régime in Russia has passed away) 
which preserves something of the 
feudal quality of hospitality, which 
welcomes the stranger almost as 
warmly as the friend, puts him com- 
sabe at ease, and finds much 
leasure in his society for an- hour 
or two. This..is an ability which 
must surely have been cultivated by 
isolated noblemen in the days when 
there were no hotels, when travelers 
were guests as a matter of course 
and also almost one’s only means of 
communication with or from the out- 
side world. But it is an ability curl- 
ously shunned and neglected in most 
other. countries today. 

What we Americans call ‘‘ the 
community spirit” makes demands 
of fellowship and sacrifices one’s 
privacy to an_ extent that most older 
nations would never be able to 
tolerate! 

Then there is the informal aspect. 
Friends are welcome to drop in un- 
expectedly, either to pass the time 
of day or partake of-a meal, almost 
as one of the family. They are en- 
couraged to do so. Open house, free 


time, to friend and acquaintances, 


constitute our idea of hospitality. 
But woe betide the unknowing one 
who attempts to carry such national 
interpretations of the word across the 
frontiers—say (again) to England. 
Who can deny that the Englishman 
is hospitable to the point of extreme 
generosity?—but only at his own 
time and in his own way. On cer- 
tain settled .‘‘ At Home Days,” 
usually once a month, at tea time, 
one is permitted to call upon the 
English family in their stronghold 
without an explicit invitation. I 
have often wondered what awful 
fate would overtake even the more 
or less intimate friend who should 


jdare disregard these sacred conven- 
tions with which they limit their 


hospitality—uniegs he can claim to 
be “foreign,” when his -misdeed 
may be just tolerated in an atmos- 
phere of glacial severity!’ .Of course, 


in grappling with any problem or 


either on foot or by vehicular con- 
veyance, watching New York's traf- 
fic ‘being regulated is the most en- ~- 
thralling pursuit: You may stand on 
the curbstone, with the delicious 
knowledge that you are in. every- 
body’s way, and admire its technical 
efficiency, envy the power of the au- 
tocrat in blue controlling the yolume 


.of a rushing tide on wheels by se- 


lections from Walter Camp's daily 
dozen and an obbligato -whistle ac- 
companiment! You may chuckle 
with glee when the purple limousine 
that. tried to flash across the street 
at the last minute of the red light is 
Pperemptorily ordered back into place 
and cry “ Well played! "’ when the 
villainous-looking person in chargc 
of the yellow taxi beside you suc- 
ceeds in sneaking around the corner 
without getting permission; unseen. 
You may watch breathlessly the at- 
tempts of non-New Yorkers to mas- 
ter or evade the system of the one-_ 
way streets. The spectacle as such | 
has more variety than the best 
trained corps de ballet. It is more 
inspiring than any. military review 
or parade of difficult marching 
manoeuyres on the Barrack Square. 

And when all this begins to pall, 
you may take a hand init yourself— 
play. “* Tom Tiddler’s Ground "" with 
the police at the corner of Forty- 
second Street and Fifth Avenue. 
Admittedly, it is humiliating to be 
caught half way and brought igno- 
miniously back- to the curb again, 
but such are the chances: of sport! 
Think of the triumph of carrying 
off the. manoeuvre successfully, 
under the very nose, so to speak, of 
the law, when others had been 
obliged to cheat by going higher up 
the block in order to risk their lives 
on the crossing! 

But with all our elaborate details 
for the protection of law-abiding 
pedestrians (unlike myself), and for 
the meniatenehies. of order among the 
leashed-in biles, champing for 
all the. world like horses being lined 
up at the tape for the start of a 
race, there is always some little 
thing to remind us that dear old leg- 
islation is dead old legislation, and, 
however much it may disguise itself, 
is not completely synonymous ‘with 
“common sense."’ It has not been 
made compulsory for motors to sound 
their horns once, at any rate, before 
turning a corner in counter sense to 
the traffic direction of the moment. 
The police seldom pause to observe 
whether. many foot passengers are — 
helpless in the middle .of crossing 
any of the unwatchtowered. streets 
when they blow their whistles for an 
immediate change. It has been left 
for a Far Western Judge to make 
imprisonment,’ without the option of: 
a fine, the punishment for traffic of- 
fenses and for Toledo to institute 
inquiry into the offenders sanity. 
All the same, New York and her 
traffic manage to keep“satisfactorily 
ahead of them, on the whole. 

After all these gratifying and flat- 
tering considerations on the excel- 
lence of home products—U. 8S. A.—if . 
one wants to be reminded of the 
utter smallness of one’s placé in the 
universe (and at the same time con- 
sole one’s self with the reality of 
some of America’s achievemeuts in 
engineering, almost rivaling some of 
the grandeurs of nature), take that 
walk down lower Broadway, begin- 
ning it at the Municipal Building, in 
the silent loneliness of the night. And 
when some antidote to the garish 
barbarity—I almost said vulgarity— 
of what we once called the ‘‘ Great © 
White Way."’ is needed, go onto the 
middle of the Fifty-ninth Street 
‘Bridge, at that same witching hour, 
‘and .contemplate the beauty of that - 
achievement, architectural and engi-

© are. out in Hollywood telling the 
movie director what’s what and 
/ who's who in “ Ben-Hur.” 

* “There is an apocryphal story that 
somebody once upon. a time ques- 
tioned Old Man Gilmore of Spring- 
‘field about the unparalleled capac- 
ity business of ‘‘ Ben-Hur,’’ finally 
-asking him whether it wasn’t won- 
derful. 

** Wonderful?’ repeated the Yan- 
kee millionaire, who long presided 
as his own treasurer and ticket taker 
at the Court Square Theatre, ‘* Waal, 
1° dunno. When that feller Er- 

\ langer put a hoss race, a ballet 
' dance and the Divine Spirit all intew 
one show, seems like what hez hap- 
pened wuz jes’ about th’ most nach- 
ural thing in the world! ” 

General Lew Wallace, who had 
written the widely selling ‘““Ben-Hur” 
movel back in 1880, was reverently 

opposed to having this tale of the 
Christ put on the professional 
boards. Joseph Brooks, Erianger's 
‘Tieutenant, wanted it and had a 
dramatizer, William Young, all 
ready. As Brooks lay one afternoon 
on the couch of his living room in 
le, N. J., a shaft of sun- 
light broke through a cloud and 
flooded him with what almost 
~séemed a bodily presence, owing” to 
the weird shape assumed by the 
dancifig particles falling from a 
shingling operation. on the roof. 

“Can you do that effect?’’ 
Brooks asked the boss mechanic the 
mext day. ‘‘ Sure,’’ said the man, 
“the high-power lights through 
mica will do it, then. narrow down 
the shaft to a mere pencil of light, 

_ and so—out.’’ Yes, the Star of Beth- 
lehem! 

Brooks took his dramatist and the 
idea out to Crawfordsville, Ind., 
where Lew Wallace lived. The 


plans for presenting “ Ben-Hur” 
without a Christ figure, but indicat- 
ing the Presence by light, were 
fully explained and Wallace accepted 


them. Young’s dramatization pleased 


both the producers and the author, 
and Edgar Stillman Kelley composed 
a worthy musical] scoré to go with 
it. The initial presentation cost 
about $70,000—a great sum in those 
days. ; 

Charles Frohman hada co-interest 
in the production, but withdrew at 
the dress rehearsal. The others were 
frankly delighted. 

The thing that they knew would 
“put over” “ Ben-Hur” with the 
ticket buyers—reinforcing theChurch 
appeal and the 640,000 sold copies of 
the. book—was the $20,000 chariot 
race. Neil Burgess in “* The County 
Fair ” had simulated a horse race by 
running horses ‘on treadmills. The 
Erlanger firm bought the device and 
their mechanics perfected it. 

In the great scene where Ben-Hur 
races Iiderim’s Arabians against 
Messala’s Roman _ steeds, the tread- 
milis were in trenches’ cut in the 
Broadway stage and masked by 
moving aprons from the audience. 
The wheels of the chariots were on 
metal yokes and were made to re- 
Volve by “motors with “the chariot 
bodies, 

_ At the outset of the race, Ben-Hur 

was of coufse a bad second. But 
the independent movable ‘section in 
his trench—consisting of the Ben- 
Hur chariot, treadmills and horses— 
was gradually drawn forward a few 
feet by mechanics in the wings op- 
erating a winch which wound up a 
wire rope to which the. section was 
attached., Messala's outfit simul- 
taneously was drawn back, the 
above giving the effect of Ben-Hur 
forging ahead. 


Then, at the critical moment of 


the race, William S. Hart, today the 
“movie” star, then playing Mes- 
sala, slyly operated a sécret. spring 
which caused the right wheel to fall 
from his chariot, thereby wrecking 
it and enabling his rival, Edward J. 
Morgan; enacting Ben-Hur, to win. 
Almost everybody in a_ standing 
train has experienced the sensation 


of moving rapidly when a parallel |

Ben-Hur” Passes Over to the 


‘With the horses wildly racing on 
their concealed mills, Ben-Hur yell- 
ing and snapping the reins, fren- 
zied Messala lashing the rear quar- 
tet to try to keep’ up-with him,-the 
chariot wheels. a blur of whirling 
spokes, and the walls, galleries and 
spectators of the great hippodrome 
apparently flying past, it gave the 
sensation of a real race that was 
worth a dollar a minute of any pa- 
tron’s money, whether,he had paid 
to be religiously edified, liberally 
educated or merely thrilled. _Actu- 
ally about 400;000 persons paid down 
their money in the course of 194 
Broadway theatre performances be- 
tween Noy. 29, 1899, and May 12, 
1900. Receipts amounted to more 
than half a million. 

The play took three years to work 
through the eight largest cities, and 
then “‘ the sticks’’ were combed. 
advance agent for 
sixteen years, called it *‘ the awak- 
ening of America to the possibilities 
of super stage spectacie,’’ and I 
guess that statement goes. It was 
a snowball of advertising that grew 
and grew. Seeing ‘‘ Ben-Hur” be- 
came a deed of merit:. The ‘‘ Ben- 
Hur’’ audience was unlike any 
other audience in the country. 
“Deacons and deaconesses from 
backwoods hamlets; professors and 
parsons, their families and. disciples 
from mid-continent seats of culture; 
the educated; the gelf-educated, the 
thrill-hungry, music lovers, dance 
devotees, “‘“.Rubes” and small-town 
sports, those who. had. learned from 
the, Bible in -youth,-and those who 
sought escape from Puritanism in 
the theatre, all this. motley. throng 
were there, all of them. united by 
the flavor of culture and romance 
and pi tradition. 

To house the spectacle no- less 
than 400 stages were rebuilt or éen- 
larged and renewed. The reign of 


'‘* Ben-Hur ” marked the passing of 


the upstairs op’ry house—really no 
self-respecting . horse, particularly 
a “ Ben-Hur” horse,- could be ex- 
pected to. climb flights of. stairs in 
order to race. “It is estimated that 
a milion dollars was expended on 
improvements occasioned by “ Ben- 
Hur.” Several men traveled ahead 


train of cars moves in the opposite {of the production -to. instruct local 


direction. Application of the same 
principle here created the illusion of 
speedy racing by means of an im- 
mense cyclorama representing the 
interior of the arena, which was 
whirled across the stage in the re- 
verse direction to that in which the 
horses were headed( 

There was half a mile of this cyclo- 
rama, and how it did go! Thirty. 
miles an hour was its rate of speed. 


managers. in ‘widening .and. deepen- 
ing the stages, increasing the rig- 
ging: lofts.and shoring the often in- 


secure flooring .for the pounding 


hoofs of. the steeds. ; 

Every place that could support a 
half week's performance with (say) 
$10,000 in receipts was visited: 
** Ben-Hur ”- not only flattened the 
railroads by its. own seventeen-car 
train _ transportation, but enriched 
them further by causing the running 


of special trains to carry patrons of} 
the drama from distant points. The 
show was billed ‘‘ just like a circus.” 
Trainloads of people from east, west, 
north and. south made the -local 
“Academy of Music” of. :‘‘ Op'ry 
House” their Mecca. There was 
official recognition for the play when 
“Ben-Hur ” days were announced 
at the St. Louis and San Francisco 
world’s fairs. Readings were held 
at universities nd the story of 
“ Ben-Hur” was taken up in the 
schools. § 

**Tll never forget,” Eddie Cooke 
once told me, ‘‘ how Harry Parent 
of the old Detroit Opera House in- 
vited me to.step to the door of that 
theatre, remarking: ‘ Here’s some- 
thing especially nice I’ve done for 
you—oh, yes, I had it especially built 
for you!” he added with a twinkle, 
pointing to the sky. I looked up, 
and there 150 feet above the street 
I saw, for the first time, the “Ben- 
Hur’ quadriga, in . bright electric 
lights, galloping across the heavens. 
I thought for an instant Parent had 
really ‘put one over.’ But it was 
an ad-of a cigar named after 
*‘ Ben-Hur.’ Yes, all over the coun- 
try they used to hand us valuable 
ads just like that! ” 

The ‘Ben-Hur. chariot race 
horses worked from 1905 on for un- 
derwear, candy, cigarettes, autos, 
movies, what you will—the heavens 
were free. 

The show broke down the imagi- 


‘nary barrier between Church .and 


drama. The Tribe of Hur hastened 
the good work. Founded by Gen- 
eral Wallace, it gave ‘‘'sacred read- 
ings’ in character and costume, 
which gradually developed into com- 
munity _ theatricals. Clergymen 
studied ** Ben-Hur” with a view to 
dramatizing Bible narratives, and 
some of them learned to act and 
direct. The younger generation of 
the strait-laced, first introduced to 
the stage through *‘ Ben-Hur,” took 
to the new mode like a duck to 
water. ‘‘ Ben-Hur” fans of the 
nineteen-hundreds are the regular 
theatregoers or actors of today. And 
school teachers got a hint of the 
“nature dancing” of the present 
from the revels’ of the Grove of 
Daphne, and the musically inclined 
were.spurred on by Edgar Stillman 
Kelley's score to turn out something 
better than mére easy tunes. 

The ‘movie "’ creator always 
knew in his heart of hearts that he 
could outdo ‘* Ben-Hur.” Yes, he 
would show them! Real races 
in the real’open; real revels in real 
Daphne groves; slave-galley scenes 
on the sea instead of on canvas 
waves; the tents, sheiks and steeds 
of Araby; authentic Palestine! 


Movies 


What a mark to shoot at! For a 
dozen years the “ movie ”~world has 
been equaling or surpassing ‘‘ Ben- 
Hur.”’ p 
D. W.. Griffith | surpassed. the 
‘* Ben-Hur ” effects in “ The Birth’ 
of a Nation.’ That was a matter 
of .accompanying automobiles and 
cameras. When his method of film- 
ing the onrushing ‘‘ Klan ’* was ap- 
plied to an actual race—that hbe- 
tween Man-o’-War and Sir Barton— 
a fine picture was obtained. The 
many horse race film stories of our 
era dim a bit the lustre of straining 
Ben-Hur and Messala, with the spec- 
tators‘ painted on canvas flying by. 
No self-respecting big ‘‘ movie "’ is 
without a dance revel. Terrors. of 
the deep are braved by ‘‘ movie "’ 
actors in any casual day's. work, 
and the Orient marvelously’ relives 
in pulsating passion. - _ 
One of the last productions of the 
old play was thus advertised: 
SEE “ BEN-HUR.” 
Not .a Moving Picture. 
The Century's Great Play. 
350 Living People. 
20 Living Horses Race in thé 
Great Chariot Race. The 
scene of the galley slaves, ~ 
with Ben-Hur and the others 
chained to the oars, is a lib- 
eral education. 


Ben-Hur and his steeds held ‘up * 
their heads gallantly to the - last. 
They had never been. cheapened. 
Coming back from ‘* the’ sticks *’. to 
the biggest towns, they always made 
good. The 1919 production cost 
$207,000; and had five chariots, each 
** drawn” by four treadmill pound- 
ing steeds. The 1920 presentatton 
at the Manhattan Opera House, New 
York, was the end. The treadmills 
are at rest; Monk and the other 
equine veterans are at pasture or 
working in commercial pursuits, or 
may be drawing “movie” hay 
wagons.in “ movie” pastorals.

The’ writer put the question to 
Franklin Simon, the pioneer Fifth 
Avenue. retail dry goods man, who 
started Out as a cash boy at 13. 
‘** Youth says that specialization 
and expansion. limit the ‘field~ of 
advancement and progress; that 
efficiency demands each cog be kept 
in its own wheel, doing the same 
job over and over again for the pur- 
pose of saving waste in. time and 
labor. ‘Is it true? Is it true ‘that 
the men on top, the executives, are 
all men with social or educational 
drag, without which the man below— 
the man in the~ basement, in the 
delivery room, in the stockroom, in 
the salesroom—can achieve nothing? 

Mr. Simon. smiled. 

** Each generation, each era,’’ he 
began, “ has its reason for failure. 
Or, rather, its excuses for failure. 
In-my time it was lack of efficiency 
in business methods which kept back 
the unappreciated geniuses of sell- 
ing and finance; before that it prob- 
ably was lack of money, of trans- 
portation, of encouragement, of edu- 
cation, . Today it is lack of oppor- 
tunity owing to,too highly controlled 
and centralized business methods. 
It is always lack of something to 
which the man who doesn’t get there 
ties his broken, dreaky little cart. 
One thing he always omits mention- 
ing; and that is lack of brains, of 
ambition, of snaplry ios, of stick-to- 
itiveness. 

“ Never in the history of retail 
selling have there. been so many 
opportunities for youth as there are 
today. In my time success could 
be achieved only by the very few, 
the unusual, the man or woman, the 
girl or boy who: was- willing to be- 
come a slave to an ideal or an in- 
spiration. Compare that ‘with con- 
ditions today, Take my own casé 
and compare it with the opportu- 
nities offered to a box, whe starts 
where I did. 

“] began work when I. was 13. 
I got a job with Stern Brothers 
as a cash boy. I wasn’t even an 
errand boy. That was a step higher 
in the business scale. My weekly 
remuneration was $2.50. A princely 
sum! Work began at 7 every morn- 
ing. Ten o'clock was no_ unusual 
hour for closing up. Saturdays we 
celebrated by locking up at midnight. 
It was hard, miserable labor; it was 
health. killing and nerve breaking. 
But it didn't: kill me or break me. I 
looked around and saw the fine jobs 
held by the men higher up—sales- 
men, floorwalkers.

the Anderson Galleries at least 

has demonstrated its con-

The Varnishing Day 
Committee exceeded the exhibitors in 
numbers and included actors and

Owing to the tardiness of exhib- 
itors in presenting their exhibits not 
a single day before the day they 
were dut at the galleries and to the 
outrageous forehandedness of Sun- 
day supplements the exhibition could 
not be reviewed this week upon this 
page. The review will be found, one 
trusts, ignominiously among the Art 
Notes in another section. 

At the Montross Galleries Henri 
Burkhard’s paintings have followed 
the exhibition of H. Varnnum Poor's 
pottery and will be on view for an- 
other week. It beautifully illustrates 
the point made by Mr. Poor as to 
the advisability of turning the new 
artists, the really new ones, into the 
potteries and weaving rooms. Mr. 
Poor. said that distortions, which are 
disconcerting in an,easel picture, 
have a sense of rightness when ar- 
rived at through the demands of 
proper space filling in decorative art. 
That is the nail to be hit on the 
head by critics of modern art. 

Mr. Burkhard’s compositions leave 
nothing to be desired in their beau- 
tiful rhythms of mass and line, but 

nothing necesitated his mutilation 
of human forms to fit the shapes in 
his composition. He had only a rec- 
tangular canvas to consider and was 
free as air 
he chose. It is not to his credit 
from any point of view that he chose 
to place human figures in his design 

. precisely where to make them 
** compose” ; he must slice off the 
tops of their heads and deprive them 
of the symbol of brain. That he 
chose to fix upon our minds an im- 
pression of subnormal, abnormal hu- 
manity when his design actually 
would have been better without the 
gross blank forms thus interpolated 
is ever so much against him. To 
create a limitation that does not ex- 
ist in your material or space argues 
the sheerest poverty of invention. 
After which may be noted the fact

that with flowers, of whose normal- 
ity he is im ly respectful, Mr. 
Burkhard is a, wizard. His sullen, 
handsome  sunflawers, his quaint 
mixed bouquets, all the flowers in 
his collection, give pleasure of a 
legitimate sort and not less keen for 
its legitimacy. 

The little Truro landscape also is a 
delicious acceptance of nature's ec- 
centricities. Obviously the artist 
looking down upon Truro from a 
height saw its little churches and 
buildings slightly inebriate, lurching 
a trifle on the rolling countryside. 
He painted them that way without 
undue exaggeration. He made them 
amusing and a welcome element in 
his design. If he did that with his 
idiotic humans we should say no 
more about it.

@& museum have a ‘‘ square room” 
for its best things, or rather for the 
things it wishes its public to believe 
the best! : 

The Cleveland Museum has itself 
such a room, full of American pic- 
tures for the conversion of that for- 
eign element incredulous of our heri- 
tage of art, that annoying foreign 
element which persists in believing 
that all we have comes from young 
‘Europe.

. HE. farmer is naturally self- 
_- ‘eentred. and his voice is 
seldom raised; except in com- 

plaint. He resents the price 


he._ realizes how. little the calf's 

skin brought. He abuses ‘the baker 

over the price of bread, when he 
reckons out. the difference between 
his wheat return and the crisp loaf. 

But his language grows lurid at the 

cost of a suit of clothes. The farm- 

er was. born with a.sense_ of in- 
justice. He feels that he ‘is always 
~ being exploited by the shrewd ones 
in the cities. ‘Practically every- 
thing to eat and wear.comes from 
the soll, yet-in its crude, raw state 

:the value is comparatively small 
.-when viewed in the light of the 

manufactured article. 

Since the days_of the late John 
Ballance,. the first great Liberal 
leader in New Zealand, you can 
trace a succession of legislative 
measures. designed for the special 
benefit of the farmer. Each Gov- 
ernment, as it has come into power, 
has endeavored to aid the pastoral- 
ist and dairyman, and to add lustre 
to his ‘party, by further. promotion 
of their interests. 

: New Zealand is essentially a farm- 
ing country. Naturally fertile, with 
rich soil and abundant waters, she 
has untold wealth and beauty; and is 
blessed with avery temperate climate. 
Isolation from Britain, her principal 
market, is one important factor in 
considering ther position. All ma- 
chinery and manufactured goods 
must -bear the addéd burden of .sea 
freight, and her exports are handi- 
capped by a seven weeks’. voyage. 
Until the era of refrigeration, . her 
exports were limited. Now wool, but- 
ter, cheese, honey, hemp and frozen 
beef and mutton form the. chief 
Sources of its revenue, and Néw 
Zealand is the largest exporter per 
capita of any country in the world. 

The whole scheme of legislation 
hag been devised to avoid the crea- 
tion of paupers and millionaires, by 
establishing an equality of oppor- 
tunity for_all. Hf every*one gets 
enough, there won't be enough left 
over to make many millionaires. 

The Ballance Government decided 
that it was bad for the céuntry to 
have great areas held by one family, 
and enacted lays compelling closer 
settlement, and later a restriction on 
the amount of farm land one man 
may own was added. So instead of a 
squire with a number of tenants, 
- each man owned his own farm, es- 

tablished a home and raised a fam- 

ily. Some of the big ‘‘ squatters °’ 
were reluctant to sell these estates, 
which had been acquired cheaply in 
the early days. If a propert% was 
considered ‘suitable for settlement, 
and the man refused to sell, or 
placed a prohibitixe®price upon it, 
machinery was set in motion which 
brought the case before arbitrators, 
and: the owner was forced to accept 

a reasonable price. It was not a 

matter of sentiment and breaking 

up the old homestead. In most cages 
the men owned several large blocks, 
which were practically lying ‘dle. 

They merely *‘ squatted,’’ and in due 

course the land would increase in 

value and the unearned increment 
be garnered. 

These estates_were cut up and lit- 
tle settlements formed. Young men 
from the cities—clerks, shop hands, 
tram guards, pick and shovel men— 
“were induced to take up land. But 
it was found that, to enable them to 
start farming, financial assistance 
was necessary, as few of them had 
any capital. That brought about the 
Gover t Ad to Settlers’ 
act, an excellent measure, which em- 
powered the State to grant loans to 
these settlers. The land was ac- 
quired on a basis of. perpetual lease, 
that is, 999 years, and it was hedged 
about with personal restrictions and 
responsibilities that precluded specu- 
lation. The-men were under obliga- 
tion to dive. on the property and 
carry out certain improvements.

suits and tended toward their devel- 
opment on modern lines. Fire and 


accident insurance policies, neceg-— 


sary under the mortgage, were car- 
ried by the State, which came into 
competition with private insurance 


firms and considerably reduced. pre- - 


miums. Cpncessions were made for 
the carriage of fertilizers, &c., for 
farm purposes, and in other ways 
the rugged path was made smooth. 

With the development of dairying, 
the late Sir Robert McNab, Minister 
of Agriculture, courted a crushing 
parliamentary defeat by introducing 
drastic dairy regulations. Up to that 
time Spot and Pansy had been bailed 
up near the muck heap or, beside 
the pig sty, and the sterilizing of 
milk cans and pans was considered 
superfluous. But these new regula- 
tions meant the erection of proper 
milking sheds, with concrete floors 
and abundant running water, and 
even the distance of their location 
from the pigsty and other ardmatic 
centres was stimpulated. The cow 
Cockie scoffed at them, but though 
Sir Robert was defeated, the dairy 
regulations were put into effect. 
Government inspectors were .ap- 
pointed to enforce them, and after a 
little difficulty, a few indignant pro- 
tests and some prosecutions thev 
were complied with. : 
* It took some time to convince some 
of the dairymen that it cost as much 
to feed & poor cow as a good one, 
but eventually they submitted the 
cows to milk tests, culled the herds, 
and accordingly got more milk from 
the same pasture and labor. 

Eventually the Government started 
experimental farms in various dis- 
tricts. They began to breed. blood 
stock, to investigate pests, blights 
and diseases which were -afflicting 
the farmers’ pastures, crops and cat- 
tle. They evolved methods to com- 
bat these, and discovered causes and 
cures. They tested soils from every 
part of the country and prescribed 
the fertilizer for its enriching where 
needed. Farmers could apply to them 
in all their troubles for help and 
guidance, and the working of these 
model farms was a practical dem- 
onstration, always available, for the 
man-who wanted to keep ‘Abreast of 
modern developments. . 

“At every big agricultural and 
dairy show, the State farms had an 
interesting and comprehensive ex- 
hibit, with experts to explain’ it. 
At theae gatherings many unable 
to visit the State farms could re- 
ceive practical advice on the better 
growing of some root crop, the 


‘cure Of. a pest or the way to over- 


come some. deficiency in the soll. 

As dairying made progress and 
refrigeration enabled: the farmer to 
send his préduce to the London 
market, every effort was put forth 
‘to improve , the quality of butter 
and cheese. Danish experts were 
brought out, and the importation 
of the latest machinery and appli- 
ances in connection with the mak- 
ing of butter and cheese aided con- 
siderably in this direction. 

In Taranaki, Manawatu, Waikato 
and other particularly rich terri- 
tories, the fertile acres held by each 
farmer are comparatively few. 
These dairymen work on the co-' 
operative system. Groups in a dis- 
trict form a company, each guar- 
anteeing the milk from his herd for 
a number of years, a subsequent 
sale of the land often embodying a 
clause to complete this contract. 
They erect creameries at conveni-

have duplex plants; and can switch 
from butter to cheese making, ac- 
cording to the demands of the mar- 
ket. The companies vary in size 
from small groups to a large chain 
of factories, and each has its dis- 
tinctive Wrand and name. 

All the milk supplied is subject to 
test.and rejection. Payment is made 
on butterfat test, and the skim milk 
returned for feeding the calyes, &c. 
The .Board of Directors, elected an- 
nually, controls all sales and  pur- 
chases. There are now hundreds of 
these little co-operative concerns, 
each handling its own product. Year- 
ly; buyers from Tooley Street, Lon- 
don, comé out and bargain for the 
season’s output. Sometimes their of- 
fers are accepted, but many com- 
panies prefer to take the risk, and 
consign on an open market. A cer- 
tain proportion is paid the suppliers 
each month, but at the end of thc 
season final payment is made, and a 
dividend (if any) declared, after 
making provision for. depreciation, 
and further development. In thir 
way, the dairyman gets ali that is 
coming to him in the shape of profits, 
and the various middlemen, whu 
claim so large a rake-off, are elimi- 
nated. It ‘does not operate as a 
trust. 

After the lifting of the British 
commandeer, which had m “high 
prices during the war, thére wa: 
consternation among the cow cockies. 
New Zealand consumers had -beeti 
compelled to pay London prices fo: 
their own butter, so. the consumer 
was rejoicing over the prospect of a 
reduction in price. At this thune 
people were willing, nay eager, to 
pay $400, $500 and even $600 per 
acre for dairy land. Many in fact, 
had recently acquired farms at that 
price, which was based on the then 
ruling commandeer rharket price. A 
sudden drop in butter and cheese 
would have ruined them. So once 
more the maternal Government 
stepped in, and, appropriating a sub- 
stantial sum from the general fund, 
agreed to pay the farmer a bonus of 
6 cents a pound. This stilied the 
cockie’s damor, and somewhat molli- 
fied the consumer, who, of course, 
was indirectly paying the & cents by 
way of general taxation.

There is at this moment a bill be- 
fore Parliament for the control of 
the export of dairy produce. This 
bill proposes the establishment of a 
local board, composed of nine repre- 
sentatives of the producers and two 
‘nominated by the Government, and 
the appointing of a London agency. 
The London end will be required to 
keep the local board informed as to 
prices and general market condi- 
tions. The object of this movement 
ts to regulate exports, shipments to 
be made only on the advice of the 
board, which will-have full control. 

Meat companies, for the killing and 
freezing of mutton and beef for ex- 
port, are also run more or less on 
co-operative lines, although the big 
sheep and cattle men are the chief 
stockholders. In this connection, it 
may be mentioned thet the advances 
of Armour & Co. of America to. get a 
footing in the country have’ been 
determinedly opposed, and legislation 
passed refusing them a license to 
trade. Anything that looks like a 
trust or monopoly is suspect—and

Shylock as a Grotesque. : : 
But still the question ‘is not an- 


-swered: just’ how was: Shytock comic? 


One “trouble is that the ‘quéstion in- 
volves, or séems fo involve, a contra- 
diction and a paradox: ' If to’ the mind 
of Shakespeata, Shylock was, even. 
subconsciously, the “ depositary of the 
vengeance of a race,’’* how could he be 
also the hapless, Werisory quarry of an 
Elizabethan Jewsbaiting? “We ‘know 
that comedians mingle laughter and 
jtears; a large ‘part. of the popularity 
both of Dickens and‘of Barrie is based 
on’ this -happy faculty, We can even 
conceive of Marlowe's Barabas as at 
once an ogre of fear and the butt ‘of 
hilarious buffoonery, But the merging 
of high tragedy and pathos with rude’ 
and painfiil. cont§rtions: fs inconceiv- 
able. When, Lear and the Fool mingle 
sublimity and insame jocularity, in the 
same sCene and. moment, « the. one 
would. seem to negative - the. other. }: 
When Hamlet passes from the tender- 
néss of his renunciation of Ophelia's 
Jove to the antics of madness assumed 
for the deception of the “ lawful 
espials '’ behind the ‘afrras, we cannot 
conrprehend how, even.to save him- 
self, he should torture. her so. And 
when Gratiano claps Shylock on the 
back “with his taunting: jests, delight 
ii him’ detracts from:our’ séense - of 
Shylock’s tragedy, -precistty as our 
sénse. of ‘Shylock’s tragedy detracts 
from delight in “the jeering Gratiano. 
Throughout the great ‘plays, in ‘short, 
we fnay discern an esthetic intention, 
a dramatic convention, which, in spite 
of the subtlety and the profundity of 
Professor Wendell’s analysis, remain 
unfathomed. 
Something is-the matter with that 
word, comedy. - Its connotations are 
too: pregnant of the hére and the’ now. 
We all know, or think: we know, just 
what it means; and it has little or no 
relevancy to the great scenes of 
“ Lear,’’ ‘of “ Hamiet,"*, of “ The 
Merchant.” - We shall pot blaze the 
right trail until wé grasp a fact’ that 
is seldom or never : sensed‘ by. literary. 
and dramatic ‘critics. ‘The mind ‘and 
art of Shakespeare are, if you will, 
more modern than the twentieth cen- 
tury; but’ it is no less true that they 
had their origin and received a mighty 
yolume of inspiration from ‘the Middle 
Ages. To make a true evaluation of 
certain phases of Lear and Hamlet 
and Shylock, we must’ look ‘to’ the 
mystery plays’ and to. the sculptures" 
on the great -Gothic cathedrals. If 
Shakespeare is still, and perhaps. ‘for 
ever, the great artist of the sensitive 
humanities, he is also the flower and 
consummation of—the grotesque. 


It js a problem far beyond our pres- 
ent scope; even to adduce the. chief 
items in evidence, let. alone analyze 
them, would require many chapters. 
But a few topics may be suggested 
for the reflection of all good reflectors.’

‘Only 
one thing seems certain. -The:centu- 
riés that took’ delight in placing such 
embellishments on their awe-inspiring 
cathedrals would have understood: as 
we cannot the justaposition of Lear’s 
majestic rage. and Poor Tom's buf- 
fooneries, of the human trith in Shy- 
lock afd’ his‘ grotesque suffering. In 
the York Mystery Plays (if I remem- 
ber rightly) the. way of the. cross; in 
which the torturing of Jesus is’ de- 
picted with the utmost pathos of rev- 
erence, is efilivened with. certain 
rough and, sacrilegious antics of the 
soldiers which the text: describes as 
‘* bourdes "* and *“‘japes."* This was 
the art convention: in which the boy 
Shakespeare grew up, The stalls: in 
the chancel béfore'which he was bap- 
tized, “and within which he .now lites 
buried, are carved over‘ with. an aniec- 
dote of Rabelaisian obscenity. In the 
Stratford Guild Hall are frescoes: in 
which the tortures of the damned are 
limned with fierce delight and- gro- 
tesque extrav His first boy- 
ish ‘knowledgs of the drama was 
doubtless received from the bourding, 
Japi mystery plays. 

ae asegards the individual ‘mind! 
youthful impressions in this: kind are 
‘powerful and permanent. . In the case 
of an artist, especially a. dramatist, 
who succeeds or fails: in pfoportion. as 
he strikes home to the mind and mood 
of his generation, they are well-nigh 
insurmountable. What the patrons of 
the Globe were, ‘that in ‘some measure 
Shakespeare “must. also” “have been. 
That hé did surmount them at times, 
soaring. far aboye them and’ beyond 
them, was evident even to the sturdily 
‘eritical Ben Jonson. .“‘ He was not of 
ain age but for all time.” But we of 
today are by no means universal. 
When we comé:up against the knotty 
problems of Hamlet, of Lear, of Shy- 
lock, it is a salutary exercise to aban- 
don the modern: mood as completely 
as we can and upproach Shakespeare 
from the. point of yiew of “ all time ’’ 
and especially of the’ _Miadi¢ Ages. 
For tliose who believe that modernity 
is everything, it may even prove cal 
incentive to modesty. As regards a 
chitecture; we: know very well that we 
have no inspiration: to ‘equal that.of 
the tathedral builders; and so the best 
among us imitate as‘ vigorously as they 
may an art impulse, a convention, 
which the world has all: but Jost: © I 
would not~counsel any dramatist to- 
imitate the. Shakespearean convention.

But’he let Anton Seidl do the con- 
ducting, véry wisely, as those thought 
who knew the man’s personality; 
while he sat by. And he was even 
open to the suggestions of the~con- 
ductor, not only ag to some of the 
tempos, but also as to certain modifi. 
cations in the music itself. 

The profession of conducting is a 
singular one in that there seems to be 
no regular and well-recognized train- 
ing for it, or any open avenues lead- 
ing: to it. Most conductors have be- 
come such by a process very much 
like that: of Topsy—they just growed: 
‘Most of them were something elge be- 
fore. they became conductors, “and 
apparently they fell. into that high 
calling, or, perhaps better, climbed up 
to it, through some more or less -for- 
tuitous circumstance.

Already the city was 
changing—customs, religions, 
préjudices—an uneasy social mixture.

In.the last year alone 
345,446 visite were made to 41,777 per- 
sons in their homes, as many as seven- 
teen« ‘hospitals ‘could “care. “for in their 
wards—and: maternity care .was  pro- 
vided for 8,457’ women. In the out- 
skirts of the cit}, on the further edges 
of Staten Island, beyond Yonkers and 
up into Westchester County, Henry 
Street -gurses penetrate. 

‘* The ‘idea for the new bullding.. in 
Park Avenue had dwelt in the mind of 
Mr. Schiff for many years,’’ said Miss 
Wald. *‘ He had long seen the need for 
administration offices, centrally located, 
for the convenience. of the 250 nurses of 
the service, and felt that a centre where 
they might meet and discuss their prob- 
Igms ‘and where the valuable daily rec- 
erds of the service might be stored, was 
rapidly betoming impérative. It is fit- 
ting and beautiful that after his death 
his widow should make material the. cul- 
minating idea of his splendid life.’’ 

A large conference hall occupies most 
of the main floor, opening upon ‘a num- 
ber of smaller lecture and consultation 
rooms, and a series of executive offices 
are on the third floor. On the ground 
floor a restaurant, planned for the con- 
venience of the nurses and social workers 
of the neighborhood, but’ open to the 
general public, Is maintained. Later the 
management plans to institute a depart- 
ment of dietetics, where food for the 
sick, scientifically prepared, may be 
procured at a nominal price. 

The spirit of the Visiting Nursing Ser- 
vice finds expression in the words that 
Jane Addams wrote forthe building’s 
dedication, carved ‘now over the fireplace 
in the conference hall; 

‘This building is given in memory of 
Jacob Henry Schiff by. Therese, his wife, 
and is dedicated to the cause of public 
health nursing, which he, long fostered 
for love’ of progressive. education, civic 


eeneenene and mereiful administra- 
ion."”

HETHER or not wisdom and

Qn March 15, 1922, a royal procla- 
mation was issued, making public the 
British declaration of February. 28 
of the same year putting an end. to 
the protectorate. -it announced.’ that 
hencéforth Egypt constituted «° sovera 
eign and independent State, and that his 
Highness Sultan Fouad . assumed the 
title of ‘‘His Majesty. the King of 
Bgypt.” 

In the history of Prince Fouad mey 
perhape be traced the {inspirational evt - 
lution ef the new Egypt. This Prince- 
President and Prince-Rector, as he wis 
called during the years he worked for 
the upbuilding. of ‘a national university 
afd the development of an educational 
program which would place the- young 
Egyptian on a par with other Buropean 
intellectuals, had. ever before him the 
memory of a long line of ancestors who 
had, despite long periods of discourage- 
ment, tolled and moiled‘on the selid 
foundation which the ninth sovereign 
of the dynasty, this same Prince Fouad, 
has now inherited, 

This son of the Khedive Yemait, grand- 
son of Ibrahim Pasha and #reat-grand- 
gen of Mohammed :Ali,. often called the 
Great, was born at Guiseh Palace, near 
Caire, on March 26, 1868, And it 
was almost to the day fifty-four years 
later that lie became King of. that mys- 
terious country beside the River Nile, 
At the age of 10 he was sent to Burope 
and entered the Tudisum Institute at 
Geneva. This was followed by a course 
at the International Institute at Turin, 
and in 1885 he entered the Military 
Academy of ‘that city. As Lieutenant 
in the 18th Regiment of Field Artillery, 
Prince Fouad was. garrisoned for gqme 
ime-in Rome, and. in 1890 he was ap- 
pointed Military Attaché at the Ottoman 
Embassy at Vienna. During these years 
the -young,Prince was cordially ‘received 
by many of the royal families of Europe 
and laid the foundation for friehdships 
which have proved of advantage to 
Egypt. 

¥gypt’s Young and Enger Spirit, 

After holding various posts of dim 
tinction in the Egyptian Army, Prince 
Fouad resigned from the service to de-. 
vote his time entirely to the scientific 
and intellectual . development of . his 
country. In the recognition of ‘that 
young and eager spirit which has kept 
Egypt in more or legs turmoil the past 
dozen years, Prince Fouad showed an 
unusual knowledge of national chaf- 
acteristics—characteristics which many. 
students of Eastern affairs seemed to 
have overlooked completely in the’ ioe 
of later developments.

In the mother of future citizens of Egypt 
this ruler-professor sees an important 
faater in tie child’s early development.

In the work of the Egyptian Univer. 
sity, of the Geographical Society, of the 
Bgyptian Institute, of the Popular Uni- 
versity, o? the Society of Political Econ- 
omy and of the Institute of Applied Biol- 
ogy and Acclimatizetion the aim of the 
present sovereign is the development of 
a@ acjentific and intellectual Egypt which 
can compete with world-famed institu- 
tions of .jearning. -And during his years 
as a ‘constitutional monarch he was 
helpful in the task of improving com- 
munications, public health; and in the 
re-establishment of the economic equilib- 
rium of his country. Notable’ among 
these reforms were the covered canals 
which supplied the inhabitants of Mecca 
with pure drinking water, and the 
erection of a hospital with & permanent 
medical service. This removed an ever- 
present inemace to health, in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of pilgrims who 


yearly visited the Holy City from all}. 


Parts of the world. 

It was during the protectorate which 
reasuited in such bitterness between 
Great Britain and Egypt that Priace 
Fouad set about the job of bringing the 
discontented factions of his country te- 
gether. He summoned men of the high- 
est character to his court. He threw 
open the gates of his palace and listened 
sympathetically to every one’s eom- 
plaint. And.as his strenuous duties per- 
mitted, he made trips inte the country— 
through Lower and. Upper Egypt. he 
traveled—stopping in each district to ask 
the needs of the people.

‘* But,’’ he was reminded, “ restraints 
are expressed in laws, and iyou, a

plied. ‘‘I have placed fifty-two - new 
laws: on the Colorado statute books 
and have, among others, changed the 
law making the domicile the wife’s 
and not the husband’s home.

The plans of the British branch of the 
Sulgrave Institution to send a wreath 
from Acton, England, where Franklin's 
father was born, adds also to’ the in- 
ternational scope of the celebration and 
recalls the fact that Franklin was. just 
as much at home in London as he was 
in Philadelphia, Boston or Paris. Not 
only did he, when he was scarcely 18, 
take boat for England and spend eigh- 
teen months in the printing shops of 
London, but twice he was sent over by 
the Provincial Government as an agent 
to. adjust political matters ~ between 
Great Britain and the Colonies. & 

Many varied organizations will 
join the -D. A. R.-in paying homage to 
the many-sided activities of Franklin. 

Poor Richard is America’s patron 
saint of printers, and the New York 
Employing Printers’ Association, in lay- 
‘ing a wreath at his statue, point out 
that he was proudest to call himself a 
printer, which in his day meant a pub- 
lisher as well. . Franklin’s will, written 
less than two years before his death, 
seems to substantiate this claim, for 
he begins it,. ‘‘I, Benjamin Franklin, 
Printer, late Minister Plenipotentiary 
from the United States of America to 
the Court of France: * * *” Guilds 
of printers, even!:dacross the Atlantic, 
upon one memorable occasion or an- 
other, have. acclaimed him little less 
than the patron saint of their craft. 

The Sphinx Club, the American Asso- 
ciation of Advertising Agencies. and 
other advertising organizations, regard 
Franklin as ‘‘the father of advertis- 
ing’ in this country, and will partici- 
pate in the celebration in Park Row. 

The National Editorial Association will 
also. participaté in honoring Franklin's 
memory. Franklin published the most 
successful newspaper of his day, The 
Pennsylvania Gazette .and Poor Rich- 
ard’s Almanac, which, attained:the then 
unprecedented cfrculation™ 6f * 10,000 
copies per annum. Last Spring Frank- 
lin .was made the patron saint of the 
American ‘Optomeric Association, ‘which 
will place a wreath at his statue in the

When Proctor was asked what author- 
ity he had to use Ford's name he re- 
called the circumstance of chartering the 
club last October. He said the applica- 
tion required the signature of a Judge 
of the Supreme Court of New York be- 
fore it could be sent to Albany, and 
that it was held up a long time. He 
had- forgotten the name of the Judge, 
he said, but he recalled the circum- 
stances of calling on him. 

“*I wert to see him;*’ he said, ‘to 
ask why our charter was being de- 
layed, and he asked me what auffiority 
I had to use Ford’s name. Then I put 
down in front. of him,.a certain docu- 
ment. ‘ There Is no need for me to ask 
another question,” he said, when he had 
read the paper; and he signed the 
charter.”’

The intentions of the Westinghouse 
Company. to broadcast the news of the 
Franklin Célebration brings to mind the 
fact that Franklin is, in reality, .the 
father of rad{fo; since he. was the first 
one to ident: electricity with ‘light- 
ning and to capture and subordinate >it 
to his will, In appreciatfon of his elec- 
trical discoveries the Royal Society. of 
England elected Franklin a member in 
the year 1753 and a littte later ewarded 
him the Copley gold medal. 


» Hee Many-Sided Genius. 


Franklin’s ingenuity, like that of Leo- 
natdo de Vinci, was the forerunner of 
many: inventions which since his time 
have changed the course of the world. 
His mind lent itself enthusiastically to 
the miinutest details of such common- 
place things as the heating and ventila- 
tion of réom, the. correction of smoky 
chimmeys and the inverition of a new 
and better kind. of stove. He also dia- 
covered the source. and tae most im- 
portant characteristics of ‘the Gulf 
Stream, its‘high temperature and the 
consequent ‘uses of the thermometer in 
navigation; the course of. storms ov 
the North American continent; aid 
land and ocean telegraphy, and the vary- 
ing powers of different colors to absorb 
solar heat. 


Also, like Leonardo de Vinci; he was 
greatly Interested in the idea of flying 
machines, and made many experiments 
with balloons. His theory, however, was 
that the practical perfection of the flying 
machine would do away with war, since 
the combating nations would not dare 
to. expose their armies to the ‘dreadful 
destruction made possible in that way. 

The medical profession’ also owes 
something to Franklin, and will pay its 
respect to his memory in floral; wreaths. 
He was as full of curiosity with regard 
to! medicine as hé was with regard to 
every other branch of human learning 
and wrote many treatises on the cure 
arid prevention of common diseases. His 
views on the wholesomeness of fresh air 
were far in advance of the general in- 
telligence of his time. “He ‘wrote | to 
Jean Baptise Le Roy-in Paris: ' 

“‘ But as this is heresy here, and per- 
haps may be so With you, I only whisper 
it, and expect that you ‘will keep my 
secret. Our physicians have begun: to 
discover that fresh’air is for people 
in the smallpox and other fevera,. I hope 
in time they will find that it does no 
harm to people in health.” ‘ 

Appareritly his views on, medical sub- 
jects were held in considerable respéct, 


for in 1777 he was elected a mémber. of 
the Royal Medical Society of Paris, and} * 


in 1787 an honorary member of: the Med- 
ical Society of London! Many works ’on 
medical subjects ‘were dedicat} to him 
by their authors. 

The

The American Library Association is, 
to quote from a letter, “interested in 
paying tribute to Franklin's memory, 
especially because of his part.in found- 
ing libraries.” Franklin, during his life- 
time, made gifts of books to the Library 
Company’ of, Philadelphia, the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy, Yale and Harvard Col- 
leges and the Universities of Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, and was instrumental in 
securing contributions of books to other 
colleges. He gave a library of 300 books 
to the town of Franklin in New Hamp- 
shire, and when a request came from 
the town of Franklin in Massachusetts 
for a bell to hang in the steeple of the 
meeting house he sent word that he 
would, send books instead of a bell, 

‘sense being preferable to sound.” 

Because of Franklin’s Hfelong interest 
in books the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation will honor his memory by 
Placing another wreath at his statue. 

An Athlete Also. 

The Amateur Athletic Union of the 
United ‘States will contribute a wreath 
because of Franklin’s prowess as a 
swimmer, During his first stay ‘in Eng- 
land his aquatic proficiency inspired wide 
attention, and some professional show 
-people tried to induce the young printer 
to give public exhibitions. 

The ‘Franklin Society of New York, 
which ‘every year observes Franklin's 
birthday by printing and distributing 
gratuitously to its 16,000 members, “ The 
Proverbs of Franklin,” will also join 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion in ‘appropriate ceremonials at the 
Franklin monument at Park Row.

MOTOR BUS USE GROWING RAPIDLY

motor vehicle in the’ form of 

a bus, stage or jitney, or what- 

ever other name it may be called, 

has definitely taken its place 

alongside the electric railway and 

the steam raijroad as a common carrier. 

With vehicles made to carry passengers 

in comparatively large numbers, com- 

fortable and regular transportation is 

being provided over fixed routes by 

thousands of well-established bus opera- 
tors. 

It is often thought that bus transporta- 
tion is a small business. Five years ago 
this might have been justified. Today 
it is a big business, and growing so fast 
that it offers one of the most important 
‘fields for the use of motor vehicles. in 
the future. In New York City the Fifth 
Avenue system has been well-established 
for years, and has set the pace for other 
bus operators over the country. Of 
more than 60,000,000 passengers carried 
each yéar by the buses on Fifth Avenue 
tt is estimated ‘that about 75 per cent. 
are persons going to business or to the 
downtown sigres, while the other 25 per 
cent, are so-called pleasure seekers, 
that is, those who use the buses Sum- 
mer evenings or holidays. during good 
weather... 

Bus development is equally significant 


in some of the smaller cities.. In Lo 
Beach, cat » the buses carry. about "0 
per cent. of all local. traffic, while in 


Middletown, Ohio, they form ‘the only 
medium of local transportation. In New

A usual requirement 
is that the bus- line must: secure a cer- 
tificate from the State Commission be-. 
fore starting operation. This certificate 
ia granted only after a public hearing 
to determine. whether the service is 
required and the conditions such that 
after once being started it can be given 
permanently and to the benéfit of both 
the operator and the public. .- \ 
Inthe past many bus operators have 
been individuals -who entered the busi- 
ness without any great amount of finan- 
cial backing: and: sometimes not even 
owning th they operated. As a ¥Fe- 
sult, ati ‘States . and cities have en- 
deavored to protect. the public by re~ 
quiring a surety bond or indemnity in- 
surance policy. ' Primarily this. is a 
safety measure to protect passengers in 
cases of negligence resulting in death or 
personal injury., For example, the policy 
may provide for up to $5,000 protection 
in case of accident to any one passen- 
ger, or $10,000 for any one accident.

The bus transportation industry has 
reached the point where its members 
realize the necessity of union, for both 
its own and the public good: Bus 
operators are getting togéther not only 
in State and national associations but 
also in so-caliéd pools and in their joint 
control of terminals or waiting rooms. 

‘Pooling. systems, Which are usually 
undertaken on city lines where a number 
of individually-owned buses follow a 
common route, are essentially a scheme 
that provides for equal work and equal 
pay or revenue. The owners on the 
same Troute form an association, with a} 
paid executive, to whom all the income): 
from fares is paid. This income is 
then. divided among the owners, usually 
in proportion to the passéngéer capacity 
of their buses. Schedules are laid out 
so that each owner does about the same 
work and gets his share of night and 
day and of rush-hour. and off-peak 
operation.

RIVING by motorcar southward 
. to*the Atlantic Coast States 

' and particularly to Florida is 

ho longer an adventure fraught 
. with uncharted dangers. Quite 
true, highways in the South are largely 
of. dirt—and dirt means. dust in dry 
_ Weather’ and mud in wet. But the 
picture, possessed by the uninitiated, 
of deeply-rutted- highways, 
less mudholes and rough. and bumpy 
lanes through the wilderness is 
merely ‘the impressions left from tales 
- eirculated by pioneer motorists who 
sought . adventure and paid the price. 
Motorists cannot travel from New York 
City to Miami in a single week unless 


_~ -roads are fairly swift. 


It was with speculative-interest and 
ex t misadventure that the writer 
set out from New York'“ in a very small 
car” for the South and Florida. The 
entire drive, for the adventurer, was to 
be over new trails and through unknown 
lands. No. prejudices were carried; im- 
pressions would. have to be first and 
final. New York to Washington,.a fair 
day's run, is little more hazardous than 
Riverside Drive, provided , a detour or 
two is discounted. In such instances, 
Tough. spots are .encountered, but de- 
tours should not last forever and New 
Brunswick may yet patch up sseol worn 
and wracked paved streets. 

As one leaves Washington and heads 
southward toward Richmond he may 
well cast eyes backward for a fleeting 


- bottom--, 


riding but cutting down: considerable 
mileage. 

Between Carnie, S. C., and Columbia 
is one of. the “really baz: detours: of the 
entire trip. It is sixteen miles long 
and contains a dangerous ford besides 
winding over narrow, graded. lanes 
through the woods. This piece of high- 
way has been eliminated, as a new con- 
crete and asphalt road into Columbia. is 
now opened to traffic. 


Everything goes 
Columbia until Aiken, S. C., is. reacaed, 
sixteen miles out of Augusta. Over this 
stretch the road is hilly and bumpy, 
worn out completely.

Routes South From Augusta. 

At Augusta one will debate whether 
to take the shorter Savannah-Jackson- 
ville. route if he des to..go .to .the 
east coast of Florida or to go the long 
roundabout’ way through Macon, Ga., and 
then southeastward. The logical way to 
reach the west coast of Florida is 
through Macon, then -southward to 
Gainesville, Fla., and south to the. coast. 
But to the traveler who is going .to the 
east coast of Florida there is little left 
but to strike for Savannah and ‘go 
directly southward through Brunswick, 
with hope that heavy rains have not 
made the road a swamp.

About Fredricksburg the land becomes 
more level, but the road is-rougher and 
the motorist is in for a good shaking if 
he puts speed and time before comfort. 
Shoyld one-stop at a friendly weyside 
station near Fredricksburg to inquire 
about roads, the advice will be offered 
to leave the marked trail and enter 
Richmond over the highway to the south 
and east through Bowling Green. This 
highway is shorter and in acceptable 
condition. The last twelve miles is as- 
phalt and concrete. . 


Since Richmond ts only 135 miles from 
Washington, a stop for the night is 
hardly necessary. Petersburg, twenty- 
two miles to the south, can be reached 
over practically all concrete pavement. 
From Petersburg one begins to strike 
more bumps and the trail becomes less 
comfortable. The trail leads on in a 
jgouthwesterly direction over roads which 
show huge excavations ang extensive 
work in cutting down grades and 
straighening dangerous curves. The 
motorist must beware of narrow bridges, 
however, which leap forth from unex- 
pected depressions. They are treacher- 
ous if not approached at a slow speed. 


Toll bridges are to be expected at reg- 
ular intervals along the route. The first 
is at Havre de Grace, between Wilming- 
ton and Baltimore, on the Washington 
highway; the next comes as ‘one leaves 
Virginia to enter North Carolina, across 

. thé Roanoke River. This bridge is 
found on the short cut from Sanford, 
Va., to’ Franklinton, N. C., which leads 
to Raleigh. 


High Toll on Poorest Bridges. 


Georgia is particularly prone to assess 
the traveler, the amount of toll rising 
proportionately with the stage of col- 
lapse in which the bridge may have de- 
teriorated. This is especially noticeable 
on the highway between Brunswick, Ga., 
‘and the St. Mary's River. Roads in 
North Carolina show the results of ex- 
tensive work and are in as good condi- 
tion as any to be found on the entire 
highway south of Washington.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 


Recent Cases That Affect Real Es- 
tate Interests In General. 


Recent legal decisions “affecting real 
estate interests as prepared by A. C. 
MacNulty, counsel of the Legal Bureau 
of the Real Estate, Board of New York:
